Washington, March 25—As predicted 
steadily in these dispatches that it would be, 
the Morrison bill passed the caucus to-nigbt 
by an overwhelming majority, 111 to 57, a 
two-thirds vote. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Pennsylvania, tried to get 
a resolution through that the caucus should 
not bind the members. He offored it as an 
amendment to Mr. Morrison’s resolution. 

Mr. Morrison, however, moved an amend¬ 
ment to the amendment, providing that it 
should only bind members to the support of 
his bill on “party fealty ” [What else has 
a Democrat than party fealty?] 

Mr. Morrison’s amendment was adopted 
by an overwhelming majority. 

Of the 57 protection Democrats who voted 
against the Morrison bill to-night not 
25 of them will dare to vote 
against the bill when it comos square and fair 
before the House for a final vote. Of the 
twenty inombera absent to-nigbt, whoa the 
vote was taken to adopt the Morrison bill as 
a party measure, sixteen are known to be iu 
favor of the bill. Thus it will be seen that 
130 out of liHi Democratic members of the 
House favor the Morrison bill. 

As stated in these dispatches last night, a 
resolution to repeal the tobacco tax and fruit 
brandy reduced to ten cents wa % passed. 
Nothing now can defeat the Morrison bill in 
the House but mismanagement. Carlisle, 
Morrison, Reagan and Blackburn made 
strong speeches in favor of the bill. 

A DETAILED REPOUT. 

Washington, March 25.—The caucus of 
the Democratic members of the House of 
Representatives on the Tariff Bill was \p 
session at the Capitol this eveniog from 8 
o’clock until nearly midnight. Throughout 
most of the session the attendance was very 
large, there being only ten members absent, 
and they on account of sickness or absence 
from tho city. 

Mr. Carlisle moved that tho rules of the 
present Congress be adopted as the rules of 
the cancus, except that tho debate be carried 
on under five-minute limitation for speeches. 
This was agreed to. It wa- also decided be¬ 
fore the business of the evening was entered 
upon that a future caucus should be called 
upon the written request of twenty member*. 

Mr. Morrison then state 1 tho object of the 
caucus, lie Mild it was for the purpose of 
coming to un understanding, if possible, on 
the tariff legislation. The Democratic mem¬ 
bers of the Way* and Means Committee, 
wno believed in a reduction of the war tariff, 
bad presented a measure on which they de¬ 
sired to have an expression of opinion from 
the Democratic members of the House, 
it had been announced in tho pro**, 
be said, that those who were not 
successful in controlling the organization of 
tbe House (tb<t Republicans) would oppose 
any measure for reducing war taxes, or tbe 
discuMUon of such a measure by this Con¬ 
gress. He stated that tho war taxes derived 
from internal revenue, which at ono 
time yielded tbe Government $300,000,- 
(X)0 « year, Imd been from time 
to time reduced until only the reve¬ 
nue on tobacco, liquors and distilled 
spirits remained. He said he did not believe 
in any further reduction of internal revenuo 
as a matter of principlo, but as a Democrat, 
desiring harmony in his party and for the 
sake of harmonizing conflicting views, be 
would agree to the repeal of the tobacco 
tax and to reduce the tax ou brandy dis¬ 
tilled from fruits, provided such action 
could bo bad in connection with tbe reduc 
tion of customs duties. For the purpose of 
tasting the sense of the caucus, Mr. Morri¬ 
son said be would offer a resolution, which 
be did, in effect providing that the Ways 
and Means Committee bill should be taken 
up, and that after a reasonable time for dis¬ 
cussion a bill should be passed. 

Mr. Hopkins offered an amondment, to the 
effect that the action of the caucus should 
not be binding upon individual members. 

A long discussion followed the offering 
of tho resolution, which was par¬ 
ticipated in by Messrs. Morrison, Eaton, 
Converse. Blackburn, Raudall, Hopkins, 
King, Morse, Cabell, Reagan, Rosecraos, 
Tully, O’Noill (Mo.). McAdoo. Wilson (W. 
Vs,) Warren, Dorsbeimer. Hutchins, Hob- 
litxell, Holmao, Nichols, Hardeman, Beach, 
Spriggs, Adams (N. Y.), and Bland. 

Mr. Randall briefly counseled moderation 
and conciliation, and suggested an unexcited 
confereure with a view of agreeing upon 
some bill for which all the Democratic mem¬ 
bers could vote, a bill that would provide 
for tbe moderate reduction iu customs 
duties, and at tho same for a partial reduc¬ 
tion of the internal revenue taxation. As 
to making the Tariff Bill the 
subject of caucus action in the 
sense of controlling tbo members' vote, 
be said that it was contrary to Democratic 
principles of a representative of the Govern¬ 
ment to attempt to bind any one on a great 
economic question and thus sack to compel a 
Representative to vote against tho known 
opinions and interests of his constituents. 

Mr. Carlisle said he was desirous of hav¬ 
ing the caucus come to somo agreement, if 
possible, on the reduction of tbe tariff. In 
order to do so and secure such reduction, be 
would agree to repeal the tobacco tax, and 
all licenses connected with tobacco, and to a 
reduction of the tax on brandy distilled 
from fruits to 10 cents per gallon. 

Messrs. Reagan and Holman urged har¬ 
mony and opposed all efforts to bind the 
members of tho party by the action of the 
caucus. Both declared that the action of tbe 
caucus should be regarded us moroly persua¬ 
sive. 

Several members announced emphatically 
that they were opposed to the Morrison Bill, 
but tbe predominating sentiment was largely 
in favor of considering tbe bill and agreeing 
to a measure that would receive the sanction 
of tbe House. Beside* Mr Randall. Messrs. 
Tully and Eaton opposed tbe ruoasure. 

Mr. King offered a resolution to the effect 
that a committee, consisting of seven mem¬ 
bers of the House and six Senator*. bo 
appointed to consider and report at a future 
caucus ou the pending proposition. 

The resolution was voted down. 

Mr. Morrison moved that Mr. Hopkins’ 
amendment be modified so as to provide that 
the action of the caucus should not be bind¬ 
ing upon individuals except to such extent 
as each member might feel influenced by the 
wishes of a majority of bis associates. 

This amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Morrison then called the previous 
question upon Mr. Hopkins’ amendment as 
modified, which was carried, 114 to 59. 

Tbe resolution was then adopted by a yea 
and nay vote, 114 to 57. 

The following is the resolution as amended 
and adopted: 

Reonlvrd. That the hill commonly known as 
the Morrison Tariff Mill shall oe taken up for 
consideration at the earliest practicable day and 
reasonable time for debate allowed thereon, and 
arte*- such debate that a bill he passed fur tho 
reduction of the du'iei arid war-tariff taxe : that 
the adoption of this resolution shall not be 
considered binding in controlling the individual 
action of Democrats, except to the extent that 
each member unty feel that he ought to bo Influ¬ 
enced by the expressed opinion of a majority of 
his associates. 

Mr. Carlisle then offered the following res¬ 
olution, which was adopted, 88 to 57: 
Resolved. That >u order to reconcile coutbcl 


inc opinions and secure legislation reducing tax¬ 
ation. th»* plan for a reduction of taxes at the 
present session of i oiigre** shall embrace a pro 
vision repealing all internal revenue taxes on 
tobacco. Mind and cigars, and mv rial taxes «on- 
necied therewith, and nl*o reducing the tax on 
brandy distilled from fruit to ten cents per pal 
Ion: provided, such repeal an.I ieduction shall 
not be made except In connection witb the re¬ 
duction of tariff dudes. 

The largeness of the vote against consider¬ 
ing tbe Morrison Tariff Bill was the subject 
of much comment after tho adjournment of 
tho caucus. The opponents of the bill assert 
unhesitatingly that the 37 Democratic votes 
cast to-night ogaluat the caucus resolution, 
together with the nearly solid Republican 
vote in tho House, will certainly defeat 
the bill whenever it comes up 
for action. Three other ^ Democratic 
members, Messrs. Fiedler. Fsrroll and 
HobltUeil, who were not present to-night, 
are known to be opposed to the bill, thu* 
making, it is claimed, sixty Democratic 
votes against tbe measure, although not 
more than 35 or 40 have heretofore been 
reckoned in tho current estimates. The 
caucus adjourned at midnight.

THE FRIENDS ».»F THE WHISKY BILL LESS 

HOPEFUL THAN ON SATURDAY.

fair man, and when tho whisky 
bill was first taken up he 
was inclined to favor it. As the discussion 
processed, however, hi* views underwent a 
change, and the result was the speech of to¬ 
day, upon the power of which he was warm¬ 
ly congratulated. Mr. Willis thought it by 
far tho ablest argument he bod yot heard 
from the opposition, and another friond of 
the bill congratulated his side that a vote did 
not immediately follow. 

Tbe point most dwelt upon by the op- 
opponents of the bill is the fact that on pre¬ 
vious occasions when Congress came to tho 
relief of tho whisky trade overproduction 
followed. Then follows the charge, reason¬ 
ing from this, that relief now, as bad as the 
situation is, would be the signal for building 
the fires jinder every still aud a heavy addi¬ 
tion to the already burdensome supply on 
hand. This argument has bad great effect 
w ith members, who, at tne outside, like Gov. 
IiOng, were -ecking information before com¬ 
mitting themselves one way or tbe other. 

The speeches of Mr. Hurd. Mr. Follett and 
Mr. Eaton in favor of I he bill were ail strong, 
and all comuiauded attentiou. It U thought 
a vote will be reached to-morrow. The 
friends of the nioasure have not lost hope, 
but they are less confident of success now 
than they w ere on Saturday. 

DEVELOPING OPPOSITION. 

NO PROORESS MADE W1TU BLAIRS EDUCA¬ 
TIONAL RILL.

Washington, March 25.—No progress 
was made on the Blair Educational Bill. The 
discussion again developed considerable op¬ 
position. Messrs. Browu and George made 
speeches in favor of the measure. Mr. liar- 
risou said tbe Southern States would be best 
helped by judicious appropriations to stimu¬ 
late and eucourage the noble impuDenalready 
manifested to wipe out tbe reproach of illite¬ 
racy, rather than by the large bouef act ions 
proposed by the bill. 

John Sherman defended the position ho 
took the other day in regard to not intrust- 
iug tbe Southern States with money for ed¬ 
ucation. He held that there was great prej¬ 
udice and bitterness against negroes pi tho 
South, trad it would bv unwise, in vl«*w of 
this fact, to allow Southern States to haudle 
the money proposod to be appropriated. Ho 
repented his objections to the bill, bur stated 
that he was prepared to supfiort a measure 
containing wise and well-guarded restric¬ 
tions for tbe extirpatiou of lllitenfcy in all 
the States. 

Blair did his best in defense of his scheme, 
and succeeded in again making a show of 
himself. It is probable an attempt will bo 
make to recommit thoTnll to-morrow. There 
seems little chance of its squeezing through 
tbe Senate in its present shape. 

77/E POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 

REPRESENTATIVE SUMNER, OF CALIFORNIA, 
GIVES HIS VIEWS ON THE SUBJECT. 
Washington, March 25.—Representative 
Sumner, of California, appeared before the 
House Committee un Font-offices and Post 
roads to-day in advocacy of his bill to 
establish a Government postal telegraph and 
in opposition to the proposed contract be¬ 
tween the Government and tbe Postal Tele¬ 
graph Company. His bill, he asserted, 
would not cost the Government a dollar, 
as the money necessary to establish a postal 
telegraph would be raised by tho issue 
of bonds. This was more than could 
be said of the other proponilions. He assert¬ 
ed that the Government could do the tele¬ 
graphing of the peoplo at IU cents per mes¬ 
sage aud moro than clear expenses, as it 
would be under comparatively little expense 
for office rent, fuel and light, which were 
very expensive. Tbe proposition of the 
Postal Company, he declared, was but a 
trick of Mac flay & Co. to prevent tho 
establishment of a postal telegraph The 
Government proposed to give franchise* to 
this company, and also tp give a monopoly 
worth l4U.000.000 to them, in return for 
which the people get no lower rates than 
they could secure at preseut.

Mr COKE spoke highly of the Texas school 
provision*. 

Mr. BROWN said that when the late war com¬ 
menced neither side supposed tho slaves would 
be freed Providence had a deeper design than 
tne Congress of the United States, and It began 
in time to be seen that the freedom of tho 
slave*, was necessary to the wtlvution of tho 
Union. At the cloee of the war the Southern 
people were required to Incorporate in their con¬ 
stitution* provisions which clothed tho slaves 
with all the right* of citizen*.

several million. It had captured after the war 
the United States Government had no shadow of 
title to It. the statute cf military law ran against 
private owners. Mr. Brown only mentioned these 
thing* to show that the people of the South wore 
impoverished by the war: so It wa« impossible, 
no matter how anxious they might be. to edu¬ 
cate their colored population. Except Texas, no 
Southern State was in a position to uo all that i* 
required If. Mr. Brown said. Congress had the 
jiower to protect men m tbe exercise of the bal¬ 
lot, did It not follow that Congress had the pow¬ 
er to prepare them to cast that ballot Had wo 
not the right to prepare him to read and to write 
his ballot: „ 

Mr. SHERMAN said that as the remark mode 
by him the other day had been commented upon 
by the otuer side of the chamber, be felt that ho 
flight to state his views upon tne subject before 
the Senate He would say broadly that posrdbly 
he believed it the bounded duty of the national 
Governm-nt to aid in tbe education of the illiter¬ 
ate population. He wo* willing in reenguize that 
by the result* of war a burden of illiteracy wo* 
thrown upon tbe Southern State* greater than 
they could bear. It hod not, he oaid. 
bre’u the expectation of tbe people of the 
North, at tbe c!oa« of the war. to interfere' 
with the question of nuffrag* in the Southern 
States. After reviewing the incident* of the re* 
construction period, Mr. Sherman sail the 
Northern people finally came to the conclusion 
that there wa* no other safeguard for the freed 
oplo than the ballot. He mentioned these 
acts without arraigning any puny or body of 
men.# A* to tho duty of the Government, Mr 
Sherman would repeat what he said the other 
day—that he did not think the United State* 
ought to trust to tho Southern States t * im¬ 
portant question# growing out of tho policy of 
aid * to rducstlon. Tho force of prejudice 
and education was so strong, even witb 
the moat intelligent men, that he didn't think It 
wouM be wise Vo confer upon the Southern 
Furwuhtqlute power over tho education and 
expenditure leading to it. Thi*. however, wn> 
not from any feeling of unkiudnes* toward tho 
people of the South, but from the conviction 
that owing to the prejudices of race aud the In¬ 
fluences of slavery w-nich had darkened thrlr 
minds and would probably continue to darken 
them for some time to come, they would not iin- 
pattially distribute the money. He thought 
the work of framing the necessary safeguard 
was one in which all the Senator* *nouI 1 partici¬ 
pate. There was no doubt that the work of dis¬ 
tributing the money hhould be left to the Stale-, 
but the General Government ahould nay how it 
M'.ould be exp -mind. Mr. Sherinan continued 
that he » ti w filing to io as far ae any man In an 
utt -mpt to remove the evil of Illiteracy, either 
from the North or the South. The safety of the 
nation demands Its removal, and. without golug 
into the past or casting reproaches, he was 
willing, so far a* he was personally concerned, 
to vote a large sum every year, under well- 
guarded restriction*, to remove the dark cloud 
of ignorance from every |>art of the land, but he 
did nor. want the money turned from *u proper 
use Into addin? to the attainments <4 those al¬ 
ready sufficiently educated 
.Mr. HOAR defended the bill from several de¬ 
tailed criticGuis made by Mr. Sherman, nn l 
ad*Vd that it would not do to always take coun¬ 
sel from our resentment and our recollection* «>f 
the nayt. 

After the executive session the Senate ad¬

VOTE NOT REACHED.

States and Territories which may provide col 
leges for the benefit of agriculture. 

The Browne Ind.) bill, making it a felony for 
a person to falsely and fraudulently assume to 
be an officer or employe acting under the author¬ 
ity of the United States or auy Department there 
" 

The House went into Committee of the Whole, 
with Mr. Dorwhelmer in the clutir, on tbe Bonded 
Extension Bill. 

Mr. POTTER briefly gave the reasons which 
Implied Mm to support the measure The bll|\ 
wa* for the relief of the manufacturer*. In grant 
Ing which relief Congress would benefit every 
fiiiuaUiutial interest It was a question whether 
Cong res* would precipitate a disturbance on the 
country, when mere was a plain, open way to 
avoid it. 

Mr. KELLEY thought the demand of the table 
whisky syndicate for relief from luxation tern 
porarily was au impudent one. The Internal 
revenue system worked great hardship- upon 
small farmer*, fruit-grower* and cigar-maker*, 
and wa* maintainod al me for three syndi¬ 
cates w'hicli had acquired three branches 
of industry. The manufacturers of table 
whisky were the chief ot these syndic ite* 
which found this tax a sure guarantee of the 


monopoly of the American market Tho large 
m mufacturers. comparatively few in number, 
which had crowded out C*e s * all dgae makers, 
came next with an assured monopoly. The Mhsr 
Of tf»e«e syndicate* was tile ttisriU actuiera O' 
nialL liquor, and for these syndicate* tbs Gov 
erutnmil maintained an internal tax and main 
tamed an nruiv of over -tOd.OOO agents to 
destroy tho *maU fruitgrowers, lie denied that 
the tax was kept up tor the benefit ot the G -v 
ernun-nf The gentleman from New York (Mr 
potter was in favor of pp*tponing for two year 
the pay .unit o: tuxes. lie (Mr. Kelley* wa* in 
favor • «f n-piMllug them of wipir - our ti e 
whole* Infernal system. He did not wish to mak* 
whisky rive. »*n i h»* contrary «'e w *u t r-gulat 
the uac of all Intoxicants. The United Mate.* 
Government could not do that. It could only 
tax. and tax blindly. The State* could regulat- 
and supervise and restrict and prohibit. In sup 
port of his av**rtif»u mat the Government did 
not need the revenue derived from the in¬ 
ternal revenue, be declared ttiat without a dollar 
derived from that source, the Government this 
year would receive enougu money wunect b'*ry 
legitimate dem.tniL it would be a healthy d*ijr 
for the Government wli**n the system, widen had 
never been popular, which bad *>een re*t-i»*d bv 
an attempt*-*! revolution when find established, 
which had outlived Us usefulness and becom»* a 
disgrace to the country and the age, w a ♦ re 
pealed. 

Mr LONG had changed hi* views on the pending 
measure siuce flrr*i considering it. At first it bad 
appeared to him that it* tendency was to correct 
the discrimination which cxistrd again t whiskv. 
but the arguments of tbe mpporten* of the bill 
had proved too much The query aro-*e in hit* 
mind how . if there r.aa such au uujuyt burden on 
one commodity, it happened thAt such an enor¬ 
mity had escaped the atteutlon of former Con¬ 
gresses. and h# had made further examins’ion. 
That examination had led him to the conclusion 
that whiskr was not suffering under any 
discrimination, but the effect of this bill 
would be to create one In its favor The three 
years'extension granted in 1*78 had Increased 
the evil of over-production; the refusal in 1882 
had le-sened It. Which example was this House 
going to follow? He believed the gentlemen from 
Keutucky worn speaking with the most thorough 
convictions, hut if thi* bill were passed and the 
time extended, when the limit wax reached. In 
stead of 70,OOu,000 gallon* on hand, instead of 
tdU.UGQ.OCK? unpaid tuxes, the amount would be 
increased 25 or 50 per cent. Then the question 
would be not when the lax would be paid, but 
whether it would be paid at all. and the question, 
therefore, would become one not of relief alone, 
but of great public policy and far-reaching 
effect. 

Mr. FOLLETT supported the bill. It wa* 
claimed that its purpose was to have the Govern¬ 
ment loan money to the distiller*. Trom what 
source was the loan derived? With what money 
•lid the Government part! Not a dollar of inter¬ 
est had the Government in a single gallon of 
whisky that was in bond to dav. li was t;,e right 
of the distiller* to kuock in the head 
of every barrel anil spill it without 
paying tne Government a cent It wa* 
further claimed that this was special 
legislation. There wan no other Interest involved 
as this interest won, and it could not be reached 
except by special legislation. The ouly demand 
iftade by*the distillers was that they should have 
an opportunity to sell their goods as the market 
demanded, instead of Iwlng forced to place them 
on au already ov»*fstocked market. Tho question 
w a* merely A business ono 

Mr Koran #upi*iried the bill 

Mr. JORDAN dwell. In hlssupportof the meas¬ 
ure. u|w»n tin* linmonoe revenue which the tax on 
whisky brought into the Treasury. The talk 
about the rcjH*al of the Internal revenue tax was 
the moat abaurJ proposition that had been pre* 
tented.

He agreed with Dr. Smith that the 
Bishop was an universal parLli priest and 
that thero wore no pari&ues accord iug to tbe 
cation law. The powers of priests had been 
delegated them. The contracts for tbe de¬ 
posits in question were ma le before be be 
came Bishop. 

The Archbishop further testified that* the 
pnn&G. are uud»*r his control only in a spirit 
ual capacity. In tho administration of pa¬ 
rochial property tbo pastor ha* charge of the 
details, and the proceeds from the sale of 
church pro|K?t*tv iu Lawrence have been 
used only for church purposes. When 
church is built it is held by the Bishop simply 
a-, a tqu'-f. Hu ha* no more rigut to dispose 
of it Tor other than church purposes than 
any iftyrann. He never gave the priests 
authority to pledge his personal credit lor 
the security of deposits. 

lN»v. Wm. Orr, of Cambridge, testified 
when Jm became pastor of tho Immaculate 
Conception church he found tbe books ih a 
bad condition. lie took money from Ellen 
I.oahey several times. He never considered 
tho Archbishop reit>on»ib)e for the debt 
Tbe case for the plaintiff rested.

Atlanta, Ha., March 25,— Tim hostility 
between tho white and colored Republicans 
uf Georgia ho* Leou deepened by a call just 
rnado for a white Republican convention to 
meat in this city on the 8th day of April, the 
lay preceding the meeting of the regularly 
called convention of tho party. The call is 
signed by Hon. Jonathan Noroross, late Re¬ 
publican candidate for Governor; Gen. Jas. 
Lungstrect, United States Marshal for tho 
Northern district of Georgia; Hon. William 
Markham, the wealthiest Republican in tho 
titate; Han. J. C. Freeman, ex-C'ongrew- 
mau, whqis responsible for the appointment 
of Flipper to West Point; Aloxauder G. 
Murray, oucrof the original Union men who 
defied the Confederacy during tbe war; 
Trtoma* S. King and R. M. Auten, two 
gcntlemeu of but minor importance. 

ToU movement really had its origin two 
years ago, the two preceding Republican con 
vonuous having been captured antirely by 
the black element and the position of white 
members was rendered very embarrassing. 
Mr. Norcross, who, though a citizen of At¬ 
lanta for forty years, is a native of Maine, 
is looked upon as one of the most conscien¬ 
tious men in the State, although in politics 
he is knoivn to Georgia ns a bitter Radical. 
Ho h id borne brunts of battle when to do so 
involved social ostracism, and ho felt that the 
white men were at last entitled to equal 
right* in Republican conventions. He called 
a consultation of prominent white Republic¬ 
ans, but the movement was. assaulted so 
fiercely by tbe colered men ou ou* hand and 
Democratic taunts of inconsistency on tho 
other that it was dropped and the support 
was transferred to the Independents. 

Wheu tbe present campaign opened it was 
given out by the Republican convention of 
Burke, Bibb end Chatham counties that col¬ 
ored men were going to rule the convontlou 
again. This revived the long talked of pro¬ 
ject for the white party. Henry P. Farrow, 
witb promise of ti Judgeship for success; 
John E. Bryant, with promise of a Marshal- 
ship, and A. E. Buck, with-interestsat stake, 
have been at- work for Arthur, and from in¬ 
dications now in have secured for him tbe 
delegation of Georgia. This fact alarmed 
Gen. lioogitreat, who, seeing be has nothing 
to hope for from Arthur, has by his adhesion 
to the present movement boldly thrown him¬ 
self against him. 

On the 17th of March, by the merest of 
accidents, which sometimes bring politicians 
together, <lpn. Ixmgvtrttot found himself 
surrounded^ by Norcross, Markham, Free¬ 
man and tbo others, and very naturally tho 
conversation turned to politics. It was found 
that those of tbe gentlomeu present wno wero 
not disgusted with the uegro bod other griev¬ 
ance* to complain of, all of which gavq them 
a fellow-feeling in affliction. One of the 
members drew up a document, which was 
read, as follows: 

Whehcas, The elective franchise, which Is tho 
real source of true liberty and the foundation of 
a republican form of government, has 
f-nrfully corrupt and degraded by 
tr*ckstcr* In our Mate, be It 

h'reulv'tl. That we, the white men here asiera 
bled together, wiih such other white men re- 
gardles* of poet political party nffillntionK who 
are w illing and desirous to co-operate in an effort 
to bring about reform in our Stata, will meei in 
Atlama, Ga . on the 8th clay of April next, at 12 
u . for the purpose of consultation, and to take 
such political action a* it may at that time be 
dtetned t\l*e and proper. 

Tills preamble and resolution was received 
with evident satisfaction, and was unani¬ 
mously adopted. Mr. Norcross was chosen 
as t'hairmau of tbe organization.'ana Mr. 
\\\ L. Clarke, the editor of the Republican 
pnp'.-r here, as Secretary. The dull was 
issued to-day and fell like a bomb among tho 
regulnr party workers, who are fixing the 
titate for Arthur. The fact that the conven 
tion is called for a day lust preceding that of 
the meeting of the regular Republican con¬ 
vention is looked upou as un effort to influ¬ 
ence that body in aQy decision at which it 
max arrive. Gen. Longstroet, it Is said, 
will never allow Arthur to carry off the del 
egation by trading with the Marshalshlp. 

In conversation with a leading spirit of 
the new organization ho sold: “The ment of 
tho w hite men’s resolution is contained in 
the last clause which authorize* the proposed 
convention to such political notion as may at 
that time be deemed wise and proper.” 

“\\ hnt contingency does that look to!” 
“Briefly this: If Bryant and the men 
who are working with him pack the conven¬ 
tion with negroes and attempt to pledge an 
Arthur delegation, then such white men a* 
are iu the convention will retire from it and 
unite with our body, which will remain in 
session awaiting their action. We will se¬ 
lect white delegates to Chicago, headed by 
Gen. Lougstreet, who will go before the 
convention as tbo representatives of the 
respectability of the party, and as such 
claim admission. Wo have assurances 
su' h claim will have support there.” 

“And in whose interest will this delegation 
workf” 

“James G. Blaine’s. We believe be is the 
man for the times. His nomination would 
make tb* carry mg of several tioutheru .States 
possible.” 

Meantime the Republicans of tho State 
are considerably excited over the prospects 
of fun ahead. 

PLAINS LOOMING UF.

New York, March 25.—The situation in 
rctmsylvama concerning tho Presidential 
nomination excites lively interest here. Ex 
Senator PAtterson, of South Carolina, a for¬ 
mer Pennsylvanian, said here to-day that it 
looked as though Bixuao would be nominated, 
but tbe Senator, who is an Arthur support¬ 
er, sees success only in his favorite's nom¬ 
ination. 

“Blame can carry Pennsylvania,” Mr.

He can carry Ohio also, but 
he’ll lose New* York.” 

Ex-H^nator Matte, of New York, discuss¬ 
ing tbe same matter, said that sympathetic 
moramouts from Pennsylvania would lead 
all the counties in New York bordering on 
the Keystone State to go for Blaine. He is 
opposing Arthur, and says anybody else can 
carry Now York. 

Gov. Cornell has had a friend named 
Lawrence traveling over tho State for three 
weeks setting up primaries against the Pres¬ 
ident. 

Lawrence reports here that Arthur will 
not get above 30 delegates from this State, 
Frederick W. Holls, who has just returned 
from Chicago, Cincinnati and Washington, 
where be went to organize adjunct* of tbo 
Independent; Republican Association re 
can My organised here, reports that the feel 
ing for Blaine all through the West is en¬ 
thusiastic. nud that his nomination is con- 
sidored certain. Tbo Conference organiza 
v tiou w opposed to Blaine, which gives im¬ 
portance to Hulls’ stiit«inent. 

Gen. M. D. Leggett, of Ohio, said here to¬ 
day that he thought Blaine would be the 
nominee. He «nd also that Arthur would 
bo cut on the Western Reserve so badly that 
Ohio would be hopeless with him as the nom 
iuee. 

A banker who bos a liking for politics has 

been canvassing in Wall street for wntimeut 
toward Gen. Grant as a Presidential can¬ 
didate. He reports that there ts a general 
impression that Grant would like the nomi¬ 
nation. and lias hopes that it may come to 
him by w ay of a compromise. He Is assured 
tlmt baukers and business men here would 
give him as warm support as in 1868 or in 
1872.

FEMES OF THE DEEP. 


The Terrible Tuysgc and .Yarrow k£*cape of 
Ibe Mlcamcr Chairau M«rs>ni. 

Toronto, O.vr., March 25.— The log of 
steamer Chateau Margaux gives tbe details 
of a terrible voyage. Tho Margaux left Bor¬ 
deaux w'ltfa provisions for only 20 days, but 
meeting tho Norseman she secured somo pro- 
sikions, but chuld get no othor help. On tbo 
11th Inst, the wind blew a terrible gale, and 
immense wave* swept continually over the 
vessel, carrying off everything above decks 
and damaging a portion of tho bulwarks. 
The gale lasted three days. Beveral vessels 
were sighted, but wore unable to help 
the Margnux on account of the high seas and 
her own . rudderless condition. All these, 
however, gave all possible encouragement 
aud attempted to render aa-istance. Tho 
steaniur Oregon, on the 18th, took off three 
cabin and forty-five steerage passengers, 
who returned to England. On tbo evening 
of tbe 18th another heavy northwester raised 
the waves to a mountainous height, rolled 
aud pitched the vessel and threatened to 
swamp her. There was groat terror on 
board, and at Uml* the boilers shook in 
their stands, aud it seemed certain they 
would break loose. Saturday last, win n 
about 250 miles from Halifax, steamer Cal¬ 
edonia, after sums demur, took her in tow 
and brought her safely to port. The Mur- 
gntix Lh a magnificently cquipi/cd boat and 
intended for direct N^w York trade. 

ONLY OXK SURVIVOR. 

New YORK, March 25.—Tbe brig A. G.

Panama, March 25.—The representatives 
of France, Great Britain, Italy, Holland 
and Btdgium have protested against the sig- 
nature of the eighth article of the treaty of 
peace between Chile and Peru, which estab¬ 
lishes that Chile will give the Peruvian bond¬ 
holder 5 per cent, of the net proceed* of tho 
guano exported until the deposits uow being 
worked are exhausted. The protest is made 
on tho ground that the debts of Peru before 
the war wore guaranteed with her guano 
ami nitrate resources, consequently if Chile 
persists m her intention to appropriate 
Peruvian territory, she must assume all the 
obligations bearing on that territory that 
auto-date the outbreak of hostilities, aud 
Mint whilst Peru has no right to sign nwtiy 
property formally conveyed to other per¬ 
son*, Chile can not knowingly accept tho 
transfer of good* belonging to third parties. 

It is reported that the Chilean Govern¬ 
ment are anxious to withdraw* their troops 
nt the time designated in too treaty, but the 
Peruvian Executive thinks their presence 
uecessary until a regularly organised gov- 
eiumeiil bo formed.

A MEETING OF THE ADHERENTS OF PRINCE 
JEROME NAPOLEON UNDER HIS SANCTION. 
Paris, March 25.—A meeting of tho ad¬ 
herents of Prince Jerome Napoleon iPlon 
Hon) was held last night under tho Prince's 
sanction. Pascal, member of the Chamber 
of Deputies, made the important speech of 
the occasion, and entered into an elaborate 
explanation of Prince .Napoleon's method 
for revision of the constitution. He said iu 
substance that “when Prince Jerome an¬ 
nounced fhut bis ambition was to become 
tho emancipation of tho calumny brought by 
the accusation ogainst him that this was a 
mere after thought; but Prince Je¬ 
rome's ardent desire U that the power 
of expressing national will shall bo transferred 
to the people’* voice. He himself said in 
his speech that everything must now* yield to 
th© necessity of letting the people speak. 
It alono is our master and it alone has the 
right to choose. Prince Jerome will never 
sanction a resort to violent measures in order 
to •secure poxx er. He relies ou th© chances of 
hi.« name. His adherents are confident that 
if the people’s will is consulted the result 
will b© very different from the half Or- 
leanist formula w hich the Congress of 1875 
produced.”

••BUSINESS.” 

Tuesday, March 35.—The stampede 
among tho wheat bulls continuod; or per¬ 
haps it would be a more plausible statemeut 
that the bulls had already retired, and that 
the bean pressed the charge with more vigor. 
There was a fall hi Chicago of 2<uj;234'c, fol¬ 
lowed by a partial recovery, tho market 
closing at lower than yesterday. 

Winter whent was very weak at other 
Western points, declining l(£3c. The sea¬ 
board markets wero correspondingly weak. 
The March option in Chicago meant about 
Ole in New York for No. 2 spring. There 
are some indications of preparations to move 
out grain, but as yet there are no evidences 
of hurry in that particular. Corn was 
everywhere weak with wheat, and oats were 
relatively steady. Receipts fair and exports 
light, but a better inquiry for grain room is 
reported. Provisions were about supported. 
Spot cotton advanced Is ltJd in Liverpool, 
and futures wero a trifle lower in New York. 
The live stock markets were weak and lower. 

In New York, money was easy. Foreign 
exchange was steady. Government 4s were 
again higher. The stock market was dull, 
but a majority of changes were in holders* 
favor. 

In London, American securities were rath¬ 
er weak. In Liverpool, cotton was higher, 
provisions were weak, and breadstuff* were 
in buyers’ favor. 

THE CAUCUS. 

The Democratic caucus of the House at 
Washington last night resulted in the 
adoption of a resolution, by 114 to 57, 
declaring that the Mornson Bill, subject 
to amendment iu Committee of the Whole, 
should be passed by Congress. 

It is thought that not more than half of 
those voting against the bill in the caucus 
will vote against it in the House, now that 
it has been declared a party measure, 
while of the twenty members absent last 
evening, sixteen are known to favor the 
bill. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Car¬ 
lisle and adopted by the caucus, for the 
repeal of the internal revenue tax on to¬ 
bacco and the reduction of that on fruit 
brandy to 10 cents per gallon, pro¬ 
vided that such action shall be made 
iu connection with the Tariff Reduction 
Bill. This was a concession on the part of 
the tariff reformers, and if effected w ould 
reduce the revenue about $40,000,000 a 
year. 

There Is but little doubt now that the 
Morrison Bill will pass the House. 

HEALTH AID LEGISLATION. 

It would bo well for a member of 
the Kentucky legislature to move to have 
the Clerk read some morning for the edifi¬ 
cation of tho members a recent essay by 
Hkuuert Spenckk, entitled “The Coming 
Slavery/* Thirty or forty years ago Mr. 
Spencer published his essay on "Over 
Lctislntion,” iu which he pointed out the 
evils which must arise from the constant 
interference by legislation with individual 
rights anil personal liberties; iu this later 
article he emphasizes his former warnings, 
and illustrates them by showing with what 
gignutic strides the evil has advanced. 

Wc refer to these articles now in order 
to introduce this quotation. 

"Laws to clisck Intemperance, beginning in 
early limes and coming down to our own times, 
wiivn further rest ran its on the sale of intoxicat¬ 
ing liquors occupy nights every session, not hav- 
ing done what was expected, there oome de¬ 
mands for more thorough-going laws, locally 
preventing the sale altogether: and here, as in 
America, these will doubtless be followed by de¬ 
mands that Drevenfion shall be made universal. 
All the many appliances for ‘stamping out* epi¬ 
demic diseases not having succeeded in prevent¬ 
ing outbreak of small pox, fever and the ltko, a 
further remedy is applied for in the shape of po¬ 
lice power to search houses for diseased persons, 
and authority for medical officers to examine 
any one they think fit. to see whether be or she 
Is suffering from an infectious or contagious mal¬ 
ady.” 

In this connection we trust every legis 
lator will then read, or have read, the ex¬ 
traordinary bill now pushed by the State 
Board of Health, introduced by Mr. Bow¬ 
man, from the Committee on Sanitary 
Regulations. This bill confers the most 
arbitrary powers on medical officers, de¬ 
stroying the most valuable righta of the 
individual, opening every house to annoy¬ 
ing and officious busy-bodies clothed with 
a little brief authority. The reading of 
the bill ought to decide its fate. It is an 
invasion of private rights of such an ex¬ 
traordinary character that any attompt to 
execute the law will arouse an indignation 
which even a Health Board, invested with 
the power now asked, could not withstand. 

On every hand we see officials neglect¬ 
ing their duties, and using the power and 
influence of their offices-to secure enlarged 
powers and increased appropriation. 
From a democracy our whole Govern¬ 
ment is changing to a bureaucracy. This 
bill itself is evidence of this dangerous 
tendency. - We have lwd a State Board of 
Health. It ha5 accomplished nothing of 
any importance—nothing that will entitle 
it to special consideration, or that would 
justify the Legislature in enlarging its 
powers. Its abolition would not carry 
consternation to any largo circle of 
admirers. And yet with a long 
record of inefficiency, it presents 
that record as a special pica for 
more money and more authority. It is 
really argued in behalf of this bill No. 
G29 that it ought to pals because the 
Board can not accomplish anything. It 
there is a place for such a commission, as 
we have at times thought, then let the 
members so use the power now possessed 
to demonstrate by their works thejr scr- 
viceablencss that the people can reward 
them as faithful servants. 

The bill makes it the duty of city, 
town, village and county officers to or¬ 
ganize local boards and to solcct the 
Health Officer and fix his salary; to be ap¬ 
proved by the county court, to be paid aa 
>ther county officer*. 

The duties of tbeso local boards arc de 
4ned under live paragraphs. First, thoy 
are to have power to make such rules as 
“may be necessary to preserve aud pro¬ 
ject tho people under their jurisdiction 
from all infectious and preventable dis¬ 
eases.** This is arbitrary, making the lo¬ 
cal boards absolute masters. 

Second, the local boards arc to prescribe 
the duties of the Health Officer. 

Third, they are to have power pro¬ 


hibit, regulate or prevent all communica 
lion with houses, tenements, and places 
and persons occupying the same in which 
there "may be any person who ahall have, 
or shall have Av/i cjyio*cl to any disease, 
dangerous to public health, and it shall re¬ 
ceive and examine nny complaint concern¬ 
ing sources of danger or injury to public 
health, and report promptly to the State 
Board of Health. 

Fourth relates to publication. Fifth— 
and here is the climux of this attempt at 
usurpation—it is to have the right to 
"impose penalties for the violation of or 
non-compliance with** Its extraordinary 
orders. It is almost incredible that such 
power should be asked; it is certainly not 
possible that it will be granted The 
penalties ore uot to be imposed by the 
Legislature nor by the General Council, 
but by a local Board of Health, thus 
grasping after power which the Constitu¬ 
tion says cau not be delegated to them. 

But this is not all. Actions may be 
maintained in the name of the Com- 
monw'cnlth to enforce these rules aud 
orders, and iu case of any refusal—if, for 
instaucc, the Board of Health should pro 
nounce a paper-mill or a factory of 
any kind a nuisance, and the owmers 
should refuse to abate it—or failure to 
comply with Its orders and regulations, its 
officers may "lawfully enter upon any 
premises,” served or posted, aud suppress 
aud remove the nuisance or other matter 
in their judgment detrimental to public 
health, and the expense thereof shall be 
charged to the occupaut. 

To give those who ordinarily constitute 
our local Boards of Health such authority 
is to invite Its abuse. Such a law could 
not be executed if it were passed without 
ordering out the militia. 

The concluding section aims to settle 
all doubts as to the power of the Board by 
intimidating or bulldozing the eutire com 
munity. The section inukes it a misde¬ 
meanor, puuisbnble by u flue not to ex¬ 
ceed $500 and imprisonment not to ex¬ 
ceed one year for auy violation or refusal To 
obey the edicts of these medical inquisi¬ 
torial councils, called the Health Board, 
and each day’s refusal to obey shall con¬ 
stitute a separate offense. 

It only needs such an examination of 
this bill to show that it would be inoperative 
and ineffective. No court would fora mo¬ 
ment hesitate to declare It mill and void; 
no community of free citizens would tole¬ 
rate a brtird so constituted even if upheld 
by the courts. It would be a nuisance 
which public sentiment would abate 
in the most summary manner. Yet the 
members of the State Board of Health are 
doing everything in their power to secure 
the passage of this bill, aud they baVe con¬ 
cealed about their persons several others 
still further extendlug their powers. If 
the surplus energy expended in getting 
such bills through the Legislature had 
been used in the ordinary exercise of the 
few duties of the board, the people might 
be disposed to oc more tolerant of their 
remarkable requests. 

BELIEF NOW-POLITICS AFTERWARD. 

To delay action upon the pending w hisky 
bill because it may possibly happen in the 
vicissitudes of politics thut a radical change 
of policy in respect to the internal revenue 
system may be determined on. would be 
both unnecessary, impolitic and grossly 
unjust. That bill does not nt nil affect the 
present system, but contemplates merely n 
temporary suspension of one point of the 
law, and that only a partial suspension, 
without in any way modifying its perma¬ 
nent status. The effect of the passage of 
the bill would be to hold the trnde In all 
respects in t/alu quo, and it would rather 
simplify than embarrass the the Govern¬ 
ment us to its future policy. 

Even if there w ere nny chance for a total 
repeal of the tax, the trade would thus be 
kept in better shape for that extreme con¬ 
tingency; nor would the Govern meat lose 
any revenue ou the bonded stock by the 
prior lyissagc of the relief bill If the tax 
were abolished the Treasury would, of 
course, be under the necessity of refunding 
the taxes collected ad interim, as it did last 
year when the tobacco tax was reduced. 
This would be an inevitable Result, aud 
certainly no one not at heart a thief, would 
countenance any other course, as tho con¬ 
trary policy would put the Government in 
the attitude of a felon, or a common rob¬ 
ber. Some of the shallow opponents 
of this harmless and just meas¬ 
ure have thoughtlessly argued that 
the ulterior purpose of the whisky 
men has been to stay the collection of the 
accruing taxes on matured goods because 
they foresee the repeal of the tax. and hope 
to thus save to themselves the amount of 
the taxes which would fall due during the 
two years and prior to the repeal. They 
argue that this would be a clear loss to the 
Government. But a moment's considera¬ 
tion of this side of the case would have 
convinced such people that their logic is 
entirely at fault, as the liability of the 
Government to the holders of tax-paid 
goods would be at least equal to the 
amount of taxes that would be affected by 
the proposed extension. 

There is not the least liability that the 
tax will he repealed, but many zealots and 
fanatics think otherwise, and their action 
has been in part controlled by the hastily- 
formed theory referred to. It should be 
easy to convince such people that they are 
entirely at sea in their calculations; that 
no question of a loss of revenue can arise 
by reason of tho enactment desired, even 
if the most radical changes in the system 
of taxation should be adopted; and that, 
iuslcnd of binderiug future legislation, the 
bill would facilitate such legislation, while 
not affecting the permanency of exist¬ 
ing laws. It is a waste of time, 
therefore, to defer action on tho bill on 
this account, and it is a waste of time 
which is making a crisis In this important 
interest. Month after mouth is bringing 
to maturity the bonding period on millions 
of gallous of whisky, ou which four times 
the cost of manufacture must be sunk ad¬ 
ditionally in ready cash, the same to be 
locked up for two to four 3 r cars before 
this money can be recovered by the side 
and distribution of the goods. It is cer¬ 
tainly not a convenient occasion to pro¬ 
long this terrible and ruinous ordeal 
while nice diplomatic theories or party * 
questions are being canvassed. Whnt is 
wanted is relief now, and political strategy 
afterward. ___ 

FOREIGN MONEYED CORPORATIONS. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri recently 
decided in an action on ap|>eal that & law 
of the State which declared void all debts 
for money loaned by corporations outside 
the State is valid and in full force and ef¬ 
fect. This decision, being strangely in dis¬ 
cord with the spirit of modern commerce, 
excited much astouish incut in Missouri

and evoked a very heated and, as it ap¬ 
pears, reckless denunciation of the Imbe¬ 
cility of the State Legislatures which in¬ 
troduced and has since tolerated such a 
barbarous legal solecism. The Republican 
has since had the practice in other States 
investigated, and the result of the exam¬ 
ination is to 6bow thut Missouri is a copier 
rather than an inventor in the premises. 
Divers other States have long bad similar 
enactments upon their statute books. 

Pennsylvania imposes a flue of $2,000 
upon any compnny or corporation from 
another State which shall establish in that 
State any banking house or office of dis¬ 
count and deposit. New' York forbids auy 
person or corporation from another State 
to establish an office of discount and deposit 
or to issue any evidences of debt or prom¬ 
issory notes unless expressly authorized by 
State law, and all such evidences of debt 
are null and void. Iu 1831 a case under 
this statute was adjudicated, and the law 
was sustained. Again in 1875 a cause 
arose under this slate of facts: % The 
National Bank of Falrhavcn, Mass., 
opened an office in New York and loaned 
moufly on the paper of a warehouse com¬ 
pany. The statute was pleaded, and the 
bank answered that it was authorized by 
Federal statute to do business anywhere 
in the United States aud was, therefore, 
uot a foreign corporation. AThe highest 
court in the State decided that this plea 
was not admissible, and the bank lost its 
money. 

The Republican, In citing these instances, 
vindicates its State from the charge of 
being exceptionally stupid in this matter. 
It might have multiplied Its instances at 
the expense of other States, but its pur 
pose was sufficiently served by the cita 
tions quoted. 

Such statutes were adopted by the States 
under the pretext that moneyed corpora¬ 
tions should be excluded unless amenable 
to the State control and authority aud gov. 
erned by its laws. The real object was to 
force such concerns to implant themselves 
within the State, and to become liable to 
local taxation. They are obviously im¬ 
politic and are a useless and injurious re¬ 
straint upon the freedom of the citizen 
and the freedom of trade. They are 
also in conflict with tho supreme law of 
the land, both in respect to tho restriction 
of the freedom of trade between the 
States ami the inhibition placed upon all 
the States to pass no laws impairing the 
obligation of contracts But still it ap¬ 
pears that such laws are alive and opera¬ 
tive in several of the principal commercial 
States, and it behooves lenders to "make 
a note on it.” 

The Philadelphia Record says that Penn¬ 
sylvania is full of such tariff men as R. J. 
Bouohton, the Titusville boiler-maker, 
who was recently interviewed by the In¬ 
dianapolis yew*. Ife was asked what ef¬ 
fect the tariff had on his business. His 
answer was straight to tho point 

" ‘Chiefly this-it protect* ine from selling a 
boiler In foreign countries, and limit* me to sell¬ 
ing one at home.' Mr Houghton say* American 
workmen get higher wages because they do more 
work than European workmen. The plain truth 
is.* said he, ‘that the tariff has no effect what¬ 
ever in keeping up the price of Inbor in America. 
Labor is cheap in Euglantl because .'lo.OOO.OOO 
people are crowded into a space not much larger 
than the States of Indiana nrid Ohio. When 
America has a population of 3,420,000,000, 
which would be required to make its orca as 
crowded as England s is. It Is likely that our 
wages will tie as In England.' ” 

The Chicago Tribune bay a that it is sus¬ 
pected in the South that the Atlanta Con- 
dilution, the Nashville Anurinru and the 
New Orleans Picayune are preparing to 
join the Republican party in case the nom¬ 
inations and platform of the Democratic 
Convention do uot please them. Aud 
there Is the Chicago Inter Ocean, which a 
short time ago declared that the two first 
named of these papers were already Repub¬ 
lican journals. There seems to be a good 
deal of enterprise about the Chicago papers 
The Courier-Journal long ago despaired 
of discovering the politics of the American 
and the Constitution .

TIIE PITILESS ELEMENTS. 


Portions of Kentucky, Indiana and 
Ohio Visited by a Terri¬ 
ble Cyclone, 


Which Leaves in Its Make Mangled 
Bodies, Wrecked Homes and 
Devastated Farms. 


The Lower Mississippi Country Trans¬ 
formed by the Floods Into a 
Vast Inland Sea, 


And the Suffering People Send Up 
Pitiful Pleas for Aid in Their 
Hour of Wo® 


THE DAMAGE INCALCULABLE. 


ISpedal to the Courier-Journal .1 

London, Ky., March 25.—A terrific cy¬ 
clone, the severest over known iu this section 
of tho country, passed near tips place and 
Pittsburg, two miles north of London, about 
4 o’clock this afternoon, carrying death and 
destruction In its train, especially at Pitts¬ 
burg, where it was tbo severest. At this 
place, the new Methodist church, the fram¬ 
ing of which had just bcon completed and a 
portion of the weather-boarding put on, wan 
razed to tho ground and damaged about 
1150. Several other pieoos of property sus¬ 
tained slight damages. 

At Pittsburg tho low was much heavier 
than here. Immediately on hearing tho netvs 
your correspondent vbiteil the doomed little 
city, and was almost startled at the distress 
and suffering endured there to-night. 

John Hailmau, a brakeman on a freight 
train, was blown from a freight box and 
carried about fifty feet, lighting on his head 
in a creek and breaking his neck, causing in¬ 
stantaneous death. Mr. Hodman wo* about 
thirty years old, and leaves a widow and two 
children at Livingston Station, Ky. 

Throe freight barges, two coal-oil tauks 
and a caboose were blown from the track, 
slightly injuring others, and detaining the 
Soutb-bouud mail-train about five hours. 

A little cabin, in which a Mrs. Broughton 
was living, was blown down, instantly 
killing Mrs. Broughton aud her two little 
children. 

The following persons are thought to be 
mortally wounded: 

Col. C. W. Stringor. both legs broken and 
cut iu the head. 

Mrs. C. W. Stringer, hip mashed. 

% Robert Ridings, .spinal column broken and 
cut m the bead. 

Miss Sailio Goff, cut in tho head. 

James Warren, two ribs broken and 
wounded in the bend. 

Among those slightly wounded are W. 
Woolsey, Wo. Philpot, Mrs. Thomas Ross, 
and others, whose names 1 did not have time 
to loam.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
fSper/al to the Courier-Journal.] 

Pittsburgh, Ky., Marcn 25.—This is a 
new coal-mining town ou the Knoxville 
branch of the Louisville and Nashville rail¬ 
road, 155 miles southeast of Louisville, and 
three miles north of London, county seat of 
Laurel couuty. It coutains about 1,000 
inhabitants, aud has obtained a surer place 
iu history on account of the terrible calamity 
visited ;upon it this aftornoon. • About 30 
minutes past 3 o’clock a cyclone, traveling 
in a northeasterly direction, struck tbo 
place, and the scones of destruction that fol¬ 
lowed are almost indescribable. 

Tho first object that lay in the path of tho 
whirling winds was the tip-houso of the 
.Etna Coal Company, which it demolished 
instantly. Next was the barn of John Pit¬ 
man, which was unroofed; thence it 
struck tho residence of Mr. Pit¬ 
man, and, after toying with shingle* 
aud weather-boarding a while, it moved 
in an oblique diremiou, striking the dopot, 
the store of the Laurel Coal Company, Pit¬ 
man Coal ComiMiny and C. C. Stringer & 
Co. Tue tirst building was only moved a 
few inches, but the Laurel store was 
wrecked. Tho Pitman store careened, 
and part of the roof was taken off. 
Stringer’s store 'completely destroyed. 
From this poWit. tho winds shifted toward the 
northwest, smashing the tip-house of the 
Pitman Coal Company, nnd hurling six of 
the company’^ houses to tbo ground. The 
direction of the storm had altered now to the 
northeast again, and the tip-house of the 
Peacock Coal Company was sw ept entirely 
away. Next followed the dwelliug of tho 
Messrs. Anderson, managers of tho Pea¬ 
cock company. Their store-house, oflico 
and cottages of the miners were all twisted 
and torn from their foundations and scat¬ 
tered around in a confused mass wilh furni¬ 
ture, clothing, etc. 

' A south bound freight train was standing 
on the nmiu track between the w orks of the 
Pitman aud Peabody Loin names, aud when 
the storm shifted from tho former to the 
latter four box cars and two oil tanks w ere 
lifted from the rails and hurled down the 
side of an embankment. Another box car 
standing on the side track w‘as blown across 
tho main track, which caused a delay of 
about two hours to the south-bound pas- 
sengor train. Tho winds seern to have 
spent their fury here on tho works of the 
Peacock Coal Company, and in their wake 
followed a bard fall of rain, which added to 
tho loss about tho wrecked stores and dwel¬ 
lings. 

Tho number of deaths reported at this 
writing is live—the wife nnd two children of 
Mr. Braughton, an employe of the Pea¬ 
cock Company, and Mr, Hartman, a bmke- 
mati of tho L. and N. Company. The three 
first named ware found dead under tho ruins 
of their home. Tho lost was blown 


from tho cans of the train aforemontionod, a 
distance of forty feet or more. 

The following is a list of the wounded, as 
near as can be learned nt a late hour: 

Col. Stringer; both bones of leg broken. 

Ilis wife, injured internally, not expected 
to live. 

f • Robert Ridings, carpenter of the Peacock 
Company, two rib* broken and back 
severely injured; in a dangerous condition. 

Samuel Stone, of the Peacock Company, 
badly injured by the roof of a store-house 
falling upon him. 

Charles Anderson, Superintendent of the 
Peacock Company, ankle dislocated and 
arm and shoulder severely bruised. 

His wife was slightly bruised about the 
bead. 

George F. Anderson, Secretary of the Pea¬ 
cock Company, was caught in the falling 
timbers of a store and hurt about the body 
and limb* severely. 

His wife nnd baby escaped from the fall- 
* ing dwelkng without injury. 

W. Woolsey, of the Peacock Company, 
severely cut and bruised about the head. 

The -Etna Company estimate their loss at 
$150,000. 

The Laurel Coal Company lose on thoir 
store house and stock of goods $2,000 to 
$2,500. 

'The Pitman Coal Company sustains a loss 
of about $3,000 on the tip-house and cot¬ 
tages— stock of goods not damaged. 

The Peacock Coal Company, the most se¬ 
vere sufferers, lose $5,000 to $6,000 on a 
tip-house, store, office and dwellings. They 
have scarcely ouo building remaining intact. 

It will bo a month or more before the Pea¬ 
cock and Pitman companies will be able to 
resume the shipment of coal. 

Over 100 men And their families are left 
without homes and employment by this 
dreadful catastrophe, and it is to lie hoped 
some means of averting the suffering that is 
almost sure to follow will be undertaken im¬ 
mediately. 

An appeal will be made to the public to 
render the needed assistance. 

Tho Cup kier -Journal correspondent 
walked through three miles of mud and 
darkness to-night to gather this news, nnd 
will endeavor to send further particulars as 
they transpire. 

DESTRUCTION UF l.iri AND PROPERTY AT 
COLEMaSSVILLE.

Cynthiana, Ky., March 25.—The hurri¬ 
cane struck the little town of ColemansviUe, 
a mile wqpt of Berry’s Station, in Harrison 
county, and demolished it. A largo number 
are reported killed find wounded. One re¬ 
port says^thnt eight were kilted and ton 
wounded. It then passed across the railroad 
between Berry’s and Boyd’s Stations, going 
cast across Licking river. Along its course 
fences, trees nnd everything else was de¬ 
stroyed, including more* lives. East of the 
river the telegraph wires are down and facts 
are meager. The first train in that direction 
goes at 7 o’clock in the morning, making it 
impossible for reporters to get there before 9 
o’clock, n 

AT OTHER POINTS. 

Cincinnati, March 25.—Tho Commercial 
Gazette has the following specials: 

Boyd, Ky.—About *4 P. M. a destructive 
cyclone passed here, blowing down every¬ 
thing iu its way. The inmates of houses all 
fled. Many persons were injured. The num¬ 
ber kilted is not yet known. Live stock 
were blown about like feather*. A rough 
estimate places tin* damage at $500,000. The 
homeless are being cared for by those not 
injured. 

Greenfield. Ind.—A heavy storm of wind 
and rain this afternoon blew down fences 
and outbuildings and unroofed many houses. 

Richmond, Ind.—A destructive storm here 
at 5 p. m. 

Conneraville, Ind.—A cycloue passed one 
nnlo south of the city, touring down whole 
forests. No lives lost, so fur as knowu. 

AN OHIO CYCLONE. 
rSprrial to the Courier-Journal 1 

Dayton, O., March 25.—A destructive 
storm visited this section this evening at 6 
o’clock. The principal damage was done 
east of tne city, and from Spring Valley it 
U reported that the house and barn of .Sam¬ 
uel Buckles were blown down. No loss of 
life is reported, 4>ut everywhere tho wind 
was very destructive. 

Further details of tho cyclone, near this 
city, confirm the first reports of 
tho damage done. Six miles south 
of the city the destruction was most general 
and frightful. Mr. Rinearson, a Pan-handle 
Passenger Agout, who was on the Toledo, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis express, northward 
bound about 5 o’clock, gives a thrilling ac¬ 
count of it. Ho bad soon a cyclone ouce 
before, and at once recognized it in tho 
peculiar formation of clouds. It was in the 
shape of a balloon, and was almost entirely 
white, surrounded by dense black clouds. 
It first appeared in a southwesterly direction 
from Lebanon, and passed rapidly to 
the northeast. Its track is most marked in 
tbo vicinity of Oak Ridge, on the Narrow- 
gaiigi), whore a whole forest had been 
level?d and buildings razed. 

The ruilroud was blockaded by falling tim¬ 
ber and trains delayed. Near Oak Ridge a 
house, barn and other outbuildings, belong- 
louging to Thomas Andrews, were Mown 
quite a distance, and a farm hand named 
Charles Cowan was carried a distance of 200 
yards bv the wind and buried under tbo 
fallen timber. 

The path of tb© cyclone i* estimated as fifty 
yards wide, and the forest® show where 
it rote from the earth and descended again. 
In such places It had almost a serpentine 
trad. On tliu Lebanon pike it passed be¬ 
tween a house and barn belonging to William. 
Fopennoe, but they being up bigu, it did 
little damage. 

Intelligence has been received that a little 
daughter of farmer Abram Wilson was 
crushed under tue timbers of a barn near 
Oak Ridge. The full extent of the damage 
is not yet heard from, aud other loss of life 
U expected. 

AT KNOXVILLE. 

I Special to the Courier-Journal.} 

Knoxville, Tkkx.. March 25.—A terrific 
hail-storm, accompanied by destructive 
winds, prevailed this evening in the belt of 
country between Big Shanty, Ga., and Mor¬ 
ristown, Tenu. Tbo fall of hail was heavier 
than ever known, and the damage can not 
bo estimated. In Knoxville, Tenn., over 
$5,OUO damage was done to window 
gloss alone, and at all the towns 
la the path of tho storm hot¬ 
houses, window-panes and skylights 
were shivered to atoms. The worst damage 
done by tho wind was noqr Big Shuuty. 
Several houses wore blown down, trees were 
uprooted and telegraph poles and wires scat¬ 
tered to the four winds. Several casulties 
are reported, but no names are learned. 
Near Morristown tho storm was followed by 
a cloud burst and one railroad bridge was 
partially swept away and tfce crops totally 
destroyed. 

'tub STURM AT NASHVILLE. 

Nashville. Tenn., March 25.—A Revere 
bail-storm this morning destroyed fences and 
t rees In the southwestern portion of the city 
and floodod the lowlands, compelling some 
to abandon their houses. There wan consid¬ 
erable destruction of tree*, barns nnd fences 
near tho National Cemetery, six miles north 
of the city. 

THE STOnM^T KNOXVILLE* TENN. 

Knoxv ille, Tenn., March 20.—A terrific 


thunder, ball and wind storm struck the 
city this afternoon. The hail covered 
t he ground for several hours. Btoncs 
’which weighed from one to two ounce* ware 
Abundant. Much tinning** was done win¬ 
dows and store-front*. A cyclone struck 
the northern portion of tho city, demolishing 
fifteen tramo buildings. No lives were lost. 
Several persons were slightly injured. 


THE FLOOD . 

ENTIRE PARISHES INUNDATED IN LOUISIANA. 
{Special to the Courier* Journal. | 

New Orleans, March 25.—Kemp levee 
broke to-day, and an immense volume of 
water is pouring through the crevasse, com¬ 
pleting tho inundation of Tensas parish. 
Kemp is one of tho largest levees in North 
Louisiana. It was destroyed by the flood of 
1882, but was rebuilt by tbo United States 
Government last year in carrying out tho 
plan for the improvement of the Mississippi 
at a cost of $75,000. The levee can not be 
repaired at the present stage of witter, and 
the result of the break will be to raise the 
water now covering the parishes of Concor¬ 
dia and Tensas, prevent it from running off, 
and force the people upon the charity of tbo 
country. 

Five parishes of the State, Madison, Ten¬ 
sas, Concordia, Point© Coupee aud West 
Baton Rouge, are now almost completely in¬ 
undated, and the overflow water, in seeking 
an outlet to the gull, will probably devastate 
the rich Tecbe country. There will neces¬ 
sarily be great suffering even if there are no 
more crevasses, and tie loss of property will 
be enormous. 

In the five parishes now overflowed there 
are 11,000 whites and 61,000 negroes. The 
latter are principally tenant farmers, or 
working on shares. Tho water will sweep 
away what little personal property they 
possess, if not the houses in which they live, 
it is safe to say that at least 50,000 of them 
will bo absolutely dependent upon «barity 
until the water disappears, which will not bo 
for some week* to come. Thousands of them 
are already Crossing the river to the high- 
lauds where they will camp out until tbo 
flood subsides. 

The river has been falling slowly from tho 
mouth of Red river to this city to day. The 
decline small us it is, was bailed with de¬ 
light to all behind the levees and those en¬ 
gaged in the work of bolding them. Hero 
the fail was two inches. 

ALONG THE OHIO. 

INorrml to the Cour*er-Jo»imaf.| 

Paducah, Ky., March 25.—After reach¬ 
ing a stage of 46 feet, the rivers here began 
to fail Sunday night and have since receded 
nearly 7 inches. The fall to-d&y has been 
less than yesterday, however, and the indi¬ 
cations are that the fall will c votes by to¬ 
morrow. For three nights heavy rains have 
fallen, and last night there was quite a 
storm. These rains are understood to have 
been extensive along the Tennessee, and that 
stream is rising from Chattanooga out, nnd 
at the present rate of fall more water is con¬ 
sidered certain. Eighteen Indies more upon 
the stage will cause some annoyance here, 
and two f«ot will scud the water over the 
danger line, as reckoned hero, and into some 
of the houses to the low parts of the city. 
Smithiond, Ky., and Metropolis. III., are 
both partially under water, and tbo latter 
particularly in suffering, having hardly got 
out of the February flood before the water 
wus again upon the place. 

THE MISSOURI *5 OVERFLOW. 

Minneapolis, Minn., March 25.—The 
Journal's Bismarck special says: Reports 
from Buford indicate that the ice i* still 
firm at tbo mouth of the Yellowstone river. 
The river is still rising and a break is mo¬ 
mentarily expected. There is a big gorge 
somewhere between Buford and Washburn, 
but it can’t be located because there are no 
intermediate telegraph stations. When it 
breaks the water and ice will come with a 
rush, and an overflow is inevitable. All 
tributaries ore pouriug their floods into the 
Missouri, and the water is slowly rising 
here. 

WHY AID WAS REFUSED. «

Washington, March 25.—The flood suf¬ 
ferers of the Mississippi valley may thank 
Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas for tho failure of 
the House to-day to pass the resolution pro¬ 
posing an appropriation of $125,000 for 
their immedito assistance. The matter had 
been recommended by the Secret ary of War 
and unanimously approved by the Commit¬ 
tee on Appropriations, aud when Mr. Ellis 
presented it tho House seemed 
favorably inclined toward ft, but 
Mr. Dunn complained of the am¬ 
biguity of the language of the resolution, 
and expressed the fear that th® design was to 
spend all the money between Vicksburg and 
New Orleans. If that was the intention, he 
said, he would object. 

The language of the resolution was not all 
ambiguous, and expressly stipulated that the 
money should bo devoted to the relief of the 
flood sufferers by the overflow of the Missis- 
tiopi river and‘its tributaries. This was all 
that Mr. Dunn desired: but by the time he 
hud corno to understand it, th* House living 
ou th? eve of adjournmeut, hud grown to be 
impatient, and objection had sprung up in 
other quarters and could not be removed, 
and, in consequence, the resolution was not 
considered. Mr. Dunn's action, which was 
ill-timed and ill-tempered, resulted from a 
failure on his part, a short time »inco ( to se¬ 
cure assistance for tho*e of hit comaituents 
who hud suffered by the flood. His feeling 
seems to b® not to allow any body else to ac¬ 
complish a good end it he himself has failed 
to do so.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Proceedings in Both Hsus** of the General Aitomblv 
of the Commonwealth Yesterday. 


A KICK OVER A RULE. 


[Sneeial to the Courier-Journal, 1 
Frankfort, March 35,— The Court of Ap¬ 
peals has recently adopted the following rule 
which it designates ob rule 19: 

Petition* tor rehear! ug must clearly show from 
the record that some question duly submitted by 
counsel and decisive of the case ha* been over' 
looked by the court; or that the decision Is In con¬ 
flict with a statute or with a controlling decision 
to which the attention of the court was not 
dmwii, through neglect or iuadvertence of coun¬ 
sel. Anv |H«ltlou in violation of tbta rule will 
not be permitted to be tiled; and if *iicd. will be 
stricken from the record. 

This rule ha* been denounced by many 
lawyers a* an outrage. It it almost univer¬ 
sally regarded as arbitrary find tyrannical 
in a marked degree. It ts called piadug a 
restriction on tho dispensing of justice, and 
is well calculated, from its mandatory 
terms, to frighten a timid lawyer out of bis ► 
buoU. If 1 may judge from (be expressions 
1 hear, it is safe to say the court will bo 
compelled to rescind the rule. A prominent 
lawyer, a member of tho Legislature, bos 
just shown me a bill which he will introduce 
into the Houso ut the earliest opportunity. 

It is an amendment to section 760 of the 
Civil Code of Practice, aud udds the follow¬ 
ing words to said section: 

That the right of a party to file a petition for 
rehearing withm the nine prescribed l>y this see* 
tluu ghulrbt’ n h*olute uud unconditional; and 
when such petition shall l»e filed. IT shall !>e tin* 
duty of the Court to assign for examination the 
petition and the record in which it is lilcu to two 
Judges of the Court of Appeals Other than the 
Judge who rendered the opinion complained of. In 
tne event the petition is overruled it shall be the 
duty of the two Judges to whom it was uvs^-ncd 
to.certify on their response to said petition licit 
they have each carefully examined the questions 
of law uud facts raised by the petition and pre 
bunted in the record on hearing- If any two of 
t|)« Judire* of the Court of Appeals shall be dis- 
b-uistiiu with the judgment of the Uom t a re¬ 
hearing >hnli be granted • 

“Tho bill will pass,'* said the author of It 
tome, “and it will effectually straddle the 
Court of Appeals. It will show them that 
oilier people have somo rights as well as 
themselves. This rule 19 is one of tho 
most remarkable pronunciaineutos issued by 
any modern court. It is high-banded in the 
extreme.* 

Mr. Pennington, Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Sanitary Regulations, tells me 
that his committee will hold a meeting on 
next Monday nt 3 o’clock p. M., for the 
purpose of considering and discussing flio 
State Pharmacy Bill and other measures 
affecting the public health. 

XX THE HOUSE, 

an act to authorize subscriptions on tho part 
of the State to the profered stock of railroad 
corporations was ordered printed and recom¬ 
mitted to the Committee on Railroads. 

A Senate bill to incorporate the Trustees 
of the Presbyterian Highland church, of 
Louisville, was passed. 

The Christian Mutual Association of Louis¬ 
ville, Ky., was incorporated, so far as the 
House is concerned. The incorporators are 
W. Y. Clinton, Peter Ray, Scott Bull, 
Robert Hcuipiu and Frederick Generals. 

Mr. Carroll’s bill requiring the fencing of 
railroads in this Commonwealth was consid¬ 
ered. Mr. Carroll’s printed substitute was 
read and a number of amendment* were 
offered to both the bill and substitute. 

Mr. Cook moved to lay the bill, substitute 
and amendments on tho table. On this tho 
yeas and nays were culled, aud the motion 
was lost. Yeas, 311; nays, 41. 

Mr. Mulligan proceeded to explain the bill 
and substitute, He took it that the question 
would Iks conscientiously considered. So 
member, he thought, would lot his rote bo 
controlled by bins or prejudice. Neither of 
these bills contemplates the building of fences 
along lines of railroad except where the laud 
is used for grazing or agricultural purposes. 
Toe bill nrovidBs that the burden and ex¬ 
pense or fencing shall be Uy by 

tho railroad and tho laud owner. The sub¬ 
stitute puts tho enure burden on the railroad. 
He favored the bill and was opposed to the 
substitute. 

Mr. Carroll made a long speech in favor of 
tho substitute. It was evident that be bad 
giveu the subject thorough nud careful con¬ 
sideration. He treated the question fairly, 
clearly and intelligently. He very 

earnest, and his remarks wero listened to 
attentively. 

Mr. Caldwell replied to Mr. Carroll, and 
attacked Bomo legal propositions submitted 
by that gentleman. 

Mr. McKlroy spoke at length in favor of 
the bill. There was a running debate of 
much interest indulged in by Caldwell, Jack- 
son, Julian, Carroll, Beckham and McElroy. 
The questions discussed were the power of 
the Slate to compel the budding of the 
feuces, and tho responsibility for damages in 
cases of accident where stock hud broken 
through tho feuce* and caused the accident. 

Mr. Jackson snid lie was opposed to the 
bill, the substitute* and all the amendments. 
He bad been astonished to huar the gentle¬ 
man from Henrv profess himself the friend 
of railroads. If he is a friend of them, then 
Uod deliver them from their friends. Tho 
gentleman from Warren (McElroy) an¬ 
nounced that ho would sunirist! tne House 
with bis utterances. He had indeed sur¬ 
prised the House. 

Mr. f Jackson ftmade the best ypeech that 
was delivered in opposition to the bill. 

Mr. Caldwell nnul that tho question as to 
who was responsible when nn accident hnp- 
poned on a railroad, properly fenced, entw d 
by stock of the owner of iho lund getting 
through the fence and on tho track, hod not 
been fully discussed. But ho would assert, 
without fear of contradiction, thnt tho farm¬ 
er in such a case would be responsible for nil 
damages if the railroad was guilt y of no neg¬ 
lect. Wbilo he favored the mil whlcji pro¬ 
posed to divide the expense of fencing be¬ 
tween the railroad and the land-owner, he 
should vote for it with hesitation, lest he 
might do wrong. 

Sir. < MTutt haid it was not because ho was 
any special friend of railroads that he op¬ 
posed the bill, substitute and all the tfniond- 
ments. He thought we had legislation 
enough now on the subject of railroad*. 


Gentlemen have not considered what effect 
the passage of this bill wiH have on Chapter 
55 of tho General Statutes. In his opinion 
the passage of this bill will repeal the provi¬ 
sions of that chapter. Does not that chapter 
furnish sufficient protection for stock! Is it 
not better than either of the bills now pro¬ 
posed ? 

Mr. Adair announced that he had just re¬ 
ceived intelligence of dangerous illness in his 
family, aud he asked for indefinite leave of 
absence, which was granted. 

Adj umed. 

THE SENATE. 

Mr. Garnett, from tho Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee, called up Senate bill 161, an act to 
amend chapter 100 of the General Statutes, 
title Troasury Warrant Claims, and had it 
made special order for Monday next. This 
bill prescribes the conditions upon which 
warrants for public land* shall be issued by 
County Courts In this State. 

Mr. Wilson asked to tako up the Wll from 
the special orders in rotation to the sale of 
liquors in the counties of Laurel, Clay, 
Rockcastle, Owsley aud Jackson. 

Mr. D. L. Moore moved to lav tbo bill and 
amendments upon the table. Lost. 

Mr. Wilson offered an amendment. Ho 
said the amendment was intended to answer 
and satisfy objections to the original bill. 
The bill was uot intended to be in the interest 
of any class of business men, but for the 
protection of tho people and traveling public 
along tho lines of public travel. 

Mr. Reillev offered an amendment except¬ 
ing druggists from tbo provisions of certain 
section* of the bill. 

Mr. Wilson moved the previous question. 
Carried. 

The amendments of tbo Senator from 
Knox, relating to certain sections, were put 
npoti their adoption. The amendment 
intended to be a substitute for section 6 
strikes out Senator Smith's amendment. 
Adopted. 

The amendment of Mr. Cox, intended as a 
substitute for Mbtion 7, stricken out by Mr. 
Smith's amendment. Lost. 

The amendment of the Senator from 
Campbell, rclutiug to exemption of drug¬ 
stores from the operations of the bill, was 
adopted. 

T be bill as amended was ordered to its 
third reading aud put upou its passage. 
Passed. 

Messrs. Caudill and Garnett explained 
that they would vote for the bill, but pro¬ 
tested against the drugstore feature. 

Mr. Clark eaten*! a uioMou to reconsider. 

Mr. Wilson moved to lay the motiou on 
tho table. Carried. 

Mr. Malinin's resolutions, pertaining to 
general legislation for the good of the Com¬ 
monwealth, the appointment of certain 
committees, and tbu adjournment of the 
Legislature on the 29th day of March to the 
fir-t Monday in November next, were called 
up. 

.Mr. Tnulbee moved to amond by inserting 
the 26th of April instead of the 29th of 
March. Adopted. 

The Senate resolved Itself into Committee 
of the Whole, with Mr. Cox in the chair. 

The amendment of the Senator from 
Christian relating to per di6m and mileago 
of members, was adopted. 

Mr. Munday moved to strike out sections 
1 an^ 2. He objected to the resolutions, as 
expressing rather the opiulon of the Senator 
who preheated them than a» a reflectlou of 
the .Senate. With the resolutions amended 
properlv he might support them, otherwise 
he would not. 

Mr. Robbins thought the general tenor of 
the resolution wu* m the proper direction, 
with the exception of the first two sections. 
He did uot propose to commit himself to the 

? ;encral policy of the resolutions without 
uliy understanding them. If the purpose 
was to commit tins bod)* to pernicious doc¬ 
trine* pertaining to exemptions and immi¬ 
gration, ho was in favor of dropping 
tho resolutions and adjourning ana 
going homo without doing any¬ 
thing in the directions cutitem plated. 
He was in favor of legislating in such mat- 
mors ns demanded legiKtiou, without refer¬ 
ence to w bat had or had not been done. He 
commended the skill and ability of the Sena¬ 
tor from Kenton, nud heartily indorsed the 
resolutions in tuuuv respect*, but he con¬ 
demned the practice ot the Senator injecting 
his own pocnliar views into resolutions for 
the approval of the Senate. Tho matters 
’6/d should be delegated to competent 
committees, and not have action forestalled 
by the commitment of the Senate to tbo doc¬ 
trines held by the Senator for Kenton. 

Mr. ilalbtm said the Senator of Oldham 
was in u peculiar condition. He was com¬ 
plaining of a preamble nun-expressive of his 
own opinion, but wantitig it made to har¬ 
monize with his peculiar views. The pre¬ 
amble only stated a fact in rogard to exemp¬ 
tions which was in harmony with an ex¬ 
pression recently delivered by tde Senate 
niter a concurrence almost overwbrltningly 
decision. The resolution* were not offered to 
have any Senator take them who did not 
want them. They were now the property of 
tho Senate, and it was for Senators to do as 
they ploused with them, ami if it left anv 
vitality in them ho w«» altogether willing to 
go with a majority. He believed the Sun 
ato hod indicated their temper in a very 
healthy way in regard to exemptions, and 
be further believed that the greatest safe- 
uard agniriht the dangers of anarchy and 
isorder was iu having people to hsfvo their 
hornet, and implements secured iu their pos¬ 
session beyoud bd/.uro and sale.

Cleveland, March 25.—Receiver Walker, 
of the Clevoland, Mt. -Vernon and Dela¬ 
ware railroad, being asked concerning the 
large block of that company’s coupon tickets 
reported to havo been used by tho Chicago 
and Alton road in Chicago and Kansas City 
business, say* those tickets were not stolen 
ov Bentley, the clerk who recently abscoudvd 
from the office of the Cleveland. Mt. \ ernon 
and Delaware. The General Passenger 
Agent’s and Receiver's l»ooks show no 
record of the snlo of the t ickets referred to. 
He says it wos a surreptitious issue, made 
w ithout the knowledge or sanction of bitu- 
soif or General Superintendent Monrarrut. 
the responsibility for which they are engaged 
in locating, 

The following is the telegram implicating 
tho Cleveland, Mr. Vornon aud Columbus 
road in tho matter sent from Toledo: 

Mr. Robinson, traveling; psHRonrcr a«ent of the 
Alton road, sold a block of l.Ow tickets from 
Chicago to Kan**, City at $7 23 each to a Toledo 
scalper last PeceihixT The ticket* purported to 
be i*»ued by the Cleveland. Mt. Vernon and Co¬ 
lumbus road, and w<*redated PecumHer 11. l*bl. 
Form 73. being dated two years back to evade 
the pool acreeni«*nt. Tho tickets aro good, of 
course, and the dever cut on rules would not 
have been discovered! but for the recent theft of 
coupon tickets of the Mt. Vemouroad tn Colum¬ 
bus. A irenernl cut on Kansas City rules from 
Chicago will be the result. 

TUB .NORTHERN PACfFHl. 

St. Paul, March 25.—General Laud Com¬ 
missioner iAtnborn, of the Northern Pacific 
road, iu an interview with the Associated 
Press correspondent, stated that tho agita¬ 
tion in Congress looking toward a forfeiture 
of land grants of tho railroads of tho 
Northwest is seriously retarding emigration 
to aid in the settlement of new lands. 
He does not beliovo any action will 
be taken which will forfeit the lands 
secured by the construction of auv railroad. 
Yet in bis opinion the Northern Pacific will 
get 20 j»er coni, fewer settlers this year 
than it would have gotten but for tue war¬ 
fare on land grants.

Galveston, March 25.—Tho ,\Vt cs' Fort 
Worth special says: “A number of capi¬ 
talists of this city met hero to-day to tako 
steps to organize a company to build a rail¬ 
road (rum Fort Worth to Kaglo Pass. A 
commit too was appo.utod to solicit mi Inscrip¬ 
tions and report to-morrow, when the 
organization will be completed. The move¬ 
ment Is supported by tbe wealthiest business 
men of Fort Worth, and the road will un¬ 
doubtedly be constructed. 

THE WESTERN UNION WITHDRAWS. 

Point Pleasant, W. Va., March 25.— 
The Western Union Telegraph Company 
withdrew its men fr>ui hero thfs morning 
aud will not attempt to string wires on tho 
bridge until tho railroad company and bridge 
company settle their difference*. Under 
the contract between tho railroad company 
and telegraph company the latter is required 
to furnish telegraph facilities to tho former. 
This they aro unable to do uutii tho railroad 
company secures access to tho bridge. 

DANVILl.E, OI.NEY AND OHIO RIVER. 

Spring field, III., March 25. — Upon the 
application of Auntiu Corbin and other 
stockholders, Judge Treat, in «.ho Federal 
Court this morning, appointed C. E. Hen- 
derion Receiver of the Danville, Olney and 
Ohio River railroad, iu place of Charles 
Howard. 

GRAND TRUNK COAL. 

Montreal, March 23.—The Grand Trunk 
Authorities have accepted tho tenders of the 
Penney Ivuuia and Ouio coal owners for a 
supply of 500,000 tons of coal, saving the 
company *250,000, compared with last year. 

TAX ON RAILROAD TICKETS. 

City of Mexico, via Galveston, Match 
25.-—The new revenue stamp tax, regulating 
the tax on railroad tickets and documents, is 
not yet published, but it is understood it will 
be two cents ou every *20 or fraction there©!, 
instead of one, as now.

aud C . giving his views on the management 
of the road during the past year. 

The estimated gross earnings of the 
Louisville and Nashville for tho third week 
of March, 1884. were *268,11550; same week

THE BIG FOUR GROWING SUSPICIOUS.

Has the Big Four adopted a new policy 
iu treating with its employes/ It has been 
tho pride of the system that ps employes all, 
from president t<> brakemen, constitute a 
“happy family,” but there are evidences 
that this pleasant relation baa beeu disturb¬ 
ed. Tho beginning of this regretful ebaugo 
was the recent discharge of conductors, and 
there is feeling that others may retire at oil 
curly day. It is rotmd-hou^e talk 
that eight conductors worn originally 
singled out for decapitation nt tho 
instance of one or more directors, but some 
intervention of power (was it Sherwood or 
Ingalls!) saved four of them. The unex¬ 
pected resignation of Road master McQuisten, 
a war horse in Big Four matters, served to 
still further deepen the uneasiuess. it is pre¬ 
sumed that the Big Four management knows 
how it wants to run the road, but, 
aside from ail business considerations, then* 
is general regrot among railroad men to see 
changes which apparently includo the intro¬ 
duction of spotters ana tho necessity of 
greater economy. 

MORE or THE INJUNCTION.

The judge of the Circuit Court of Lake 
county yesterday placed on record hi* deci¬ 
sion iu the question at b»n© between the Chi¬ 
cago aud Atlantic aud the J^ouisviiie, New 
Albany and Chicago road, the decision being 
m favor of the L., N. A. ami C., the Judge 
making a perpetual injunction against the 
former interfering with the movement of 
trams of the L., N. A. and C. road. There 
is good authority for saying that, regardless 
of this decision, tho L. * N. A. and C. peoplo 
will at once proceed with tho construc¬ 
tion of a ratio and one-fourth of road, by 
which their track will bo connectod with 
tho-e of the Chicago and Western Indiana. 
Uniting them independent of oil roads. 
While on this subject it is proper to say that 
the Directors of tho L,, N. A. and C., most 
of whom arc New York capitalists, ure quite 
determined to place the road aud the equip¬ 
ments m number one condition, and they 
look upon their traffic agreement with the 
C., 1.. St. L. nnd C. as being fully as fa¬ 
vorable to the interests of the L., N. A. and 
C. as lo the Big Four. 


THE WAD ASH AND JAY GOULD. 

[Indianapolis Journal. \ 

The increase in the bonded debt of nil 
roads under the Jay Gould syndicate iu 1883 
wasa trifle over $ 10,000,Ooo on an increased 
mileage of thirty five miles. Torn* nnd in¬ 
ternational and Great Northern did not in¬ 
crease their debts a dollar. Wabash did 
most of the increasing, as it issued over $?,- 
000,000 new bon<U. it is Wabash where 
the nigger iu the fence is, if there 
be one. Tho company reported tte 
earning#, conditions. etc., to the 
Ilhuois Railroad Commissioner* June 
•10, 1883, at which time the report for tae 
last six mouths of 1883 began. The com¬ 
pany r«qlorted June 30. lSSf’, that its total 
deficit then was $3,432,120. Subtracting 
this from the deficit reported December 31, 
1883, we find the loss for the last six mouths 
of 1883 was $631,454. w ith a total deficit of 
$4,073,583. The Moating debt Juno 30 was 
$0,772,010, and must have been tully $10.- 
4-13,464 December 31. The funded debt was 
increased in the last mx months $5,741,351, 
mostly due to tho issue of tho collateral trust 
bonds.

ON ’CHANGE. 


Low Prices Draw Speculators Into 
Wall Street, Creating an Up¬ 
ward Movement, 


The Surface Indications at Present 
Seem to Favor a Decided 
Hull .Market. 


The Shipment of Grain Making Business 
for the Trunk Line3 Will Abate 
Trouble. 


The Grain Market, After Being Decid* 
cdly Panicky, Closes Much More 
Confident at Ghicaeo. 


LARGER CORN RECEIPTS- 


) Special lo tf i« Courier Journal.) 

New Yore, March 25.—Yesterday’s low 
prices brought speculators into the stock mar¬ 
ket to-day, and at the close leading stocks on 
tho active Hut were supi>orttd by this new iu- 
terast. The range of prices* for a better clo*i 
of stocks is now about as low as it was dur¬ 
ing the January boar raid. The bulls, mean¬ 
while, have conducted a fairly successful 
campaign, and the market is now in shape for 
a tussle between contending forces, each *ide 
being confident of its own strength. There 
is no doubt thnt declining prices of tho past 
have very much increased short interest. 
Tho surface indications seam to favor the 
bulls. 

Gould will return this week, ready, it is 
said, to advance the murket. Prospects 
of n largo eastward grain movement have 
lately improved. Indeed, it seems certain 
that holders of wheat must get rid of a 
large present supply, even though at a loss. 
It is estimated that $5,000,000 wifi l»o dtop- 
ped before the old crop is disposed of. But 
there is a growing feeling that whatever the 
sacrifice the country ought to begin to pav 
its foreign debt with wheat instead of gold. 

The natural consequence will be increased 
business for railroads, and sine© the trunk 
lines will not carry grain long at a loss, now 
and profitable adjustment of rates is impera¬ 
tive. Commissioner Fink says, however, 
that no meeting of the Trunk-line Presidents 
has yet been called. The logic of the failure 
to readjust rates would l*» an undoubted 
transferor thofharket to l»earcontrol. 

Coal stocks were *till unfavorably affected 
by rumors of impending troubles with 
miners. There is talk of n revival of tho old 
Workingmen's Benevolent Association, 
which was at ono Lime at tho bead of the 
trade unions, but miners have a strong or¬ 
ganisation and there is uo need of a new 
cue. Well posted persons say that men will 
be working full time within a month and 
that then danger of tro^blo will bo averted. 
It is uot supposed, however, that this year’s 
business in the anthracite trad© will equal 
list year’s, which was exceptionally heavy, 
but that a fair trade at profitable-rales to all 
concerned will be secured. 

About $ 1,200,000 in gold will go to-mor¬ 
row, making ihe total shipments during the 
past -dx weeks nearly $12,000,000. It is 
likely al«o thnt the Oregon, which sails Sat¬ 
urday. will carry more geld abroad, should 
the situation warrant it. 

Northwestern earnings continue to foil 
off. though still ahead of last year for some 
mouths. There w«r© large dealings in St. 
Paul, which advanced. Pacific Mail con¬ 
tinue* strong. President Houston said to¬ 
day that nou© of thoirsteamers were bonded, 
ami thnt the company had no debt except 
$800,000, which was going down at the rate 
of $20,000 per mouth. 

AT CHICAGO. 

THE GRAIN M A KELT, AFTER FIRING FULLY 
AK PANICKY, CLOSED MORE CONFIDENT 
TUAN ON MONDAY. 

JUveciaJ to tk* Courier.Journal.) 
CniCAGO, March 25.—Tho gram market, 
after being fully as panicky, a good deal 
lower than yesterday, closes to-night 
with a little of tho confidence nnd a 
trifle of tho decline recovered. Hay wheat 
stopped ou last night on tho curb at 91*;c. 
To-mght it is going on the curb at 91(401 ^c. 
May corn clo-cd Ust eight at 54^0. To¬ 
night it closed strong at 54‘jC. Pork and 
lard aro a shade higher than 24 hours ago. 

May wheat waa down £o 9o’ A e to-day and 
cash wheat ot 85**0. Those low figures 
were touched when a rumor was living 
about that a prominent commission house 
was iu trouble. Tho fact was that ono 
or two concerns transferred some trade, 
but there was no truth in the 
rumors of failures. From this low figure 
there was a rally of a cent, until IHL^a 
91 „c was touched. Oil the call, however, 
Miller, Lindblum’s partuer, broke the mar¬ 
ket a little by offering any part of 539,000 
bushels at 91J^c. 

Mr. John Cudahy says prices are now 
about where he expected that they would 
go. Lindblom and his partners have turned 
bulls. Crittenden and Harvey declare that 
they believe things are on the bottom. Wil- 
ruioe, Bodman Co. aro bearish as ever, and 
Arthur Orr, of Irwiu, Orr«S; Co., says that tho 
market will depend altogether ou the weath¬ 
er. With favorable temperature there will 
be lower figures; with bad conditions, a very 
short reaction. 

The market is relieved of tho incubus of 
tho thousands and thousands of little 
parcels of grain held by countrymen 
ami outsider*. Those, so long as the 
doclino continued, kept dropping all the 
while and demoralizing prices. AH the 
Iittlo holders—the tired holders—are now 
out. There are not probably left of the 
owners of grain a week ago fifty out of a 
thousand. 

t Tho longs to-night are fresh, with no 
great loss on thoir books, and prepared for a 
strugglo for supremacy. On the other hand 
the great shorts are evened up. They have 
covered their coutracU. Georgo C. \ValLer 
<fc Co., Junes. Hearn, Cudahy. Kouss, Billy 
Murray and the others, who saw this 
thing c< nimg. and who sold millions 
of bushels each, have bought their stuff in. 
It was the threat of tho bails for a mouth 
that when the** great sellers undertook to 
get back their pi operty they would have 
to take a punishment. It was hoped 
by tho holders of gralu that these 
great short sellers would be compelled to 
scramble for their contracts. This hope is 
abandoned. There is to bo no scrambling on 
the | tart of these big stdlers, and this is as 
much a cause for weakness ms tho aban¬ 
donment of the market by tho little longs is 
a rea-on for strength. 

Is there going t<> be a rebound from to¬ 
day’s figures? There is no unanimity of 
opinion. Good traders say that there must 
be. Equally good traders say they don’t 
look for it yet. There has been os yet uo 
grout deniamt for the cash wheat, and this 
excites general alarm on the part of the 
bulls. AN heat is now unquestionably ou an 
export basis unless there comes a big 
break in foreign prices, and pretty 
nearly everybody who has been in 
this market for as long as 
a half dozen years, admit* that a demand for 
cash property never comes upon a declining 
market. Hence, to this nrgument of au 
absence of an export ami con¬ 
sumptive demand, whic^i really appears 
an un&iL-wcrnblo argument in favor 
of a further decline. and not 
so much weight is given. There aro those who 
said wheat lies right here unsought at $1 15, 
which was grabbed and clamored for a mont h 
or so liter after it had advanced to $1 35 
Evt?rybody concedes that tho weather will 
cut the biggest figure, aud with such mar¬ 
velously tiuo weather for another fortnight 
as ha* be* u had over tho Southwest for the 
last thirty days, with no freezes and no 
fierce storms, thu winter wheat crop is 
secure. It will bo utterly out of the ques¬ 
tion to engineer nn advance with ib* winter 
wheal crop out of harm's way, until the 
spring wheat gets Into the ground aud be¬ 
comes, m its turn, a matter of solicitude. 

This wa« a queer day’s trading. AYith all 
the sensational decline in wheat nud the 
enormous volumo of buiine*s, no single 
operator appeared to be taking much 
share in the conduct of the market. 
There was less talk of Armour 
buying or selling wheat. The Big Two ap¬ 


peared to be cutting no great figure. Fraley, 
of St. Louis, was wiling corn at tho bottom, 
nnd Lindblom'8 New York partners up- 
peared to be taking a prominent position 
on tha buyer side nfw everything had 
touched bottom. But there ore no great 
figures in any of the pit*. AY hen things 
were at their lowest a broker raid of tb* 
sesne, “It’s a great speWing up, that's all.” 
The recovery was very glow aud uncertain, 
aud, indeed, b uoi*ertain still. 

The receipts of corn w ?re larger than w ere 
expected. Timim were 395 cars aud (14 
graded. Tho Secretary" of tho Board of 
Trado mokes by his Ugures a decrease tbi* 
week of 700,000 bushels of the? visible sup¬ 
ply of wheat, and an increase of nearly 
1.1)00,000 bushels in the visible supply of 
corn. 

It looked for a moment at tho opening 
this morning as if the provisions 
were going the way of tho rest of 
produce. May pork got down to $17 80, 
May lard dow n to $9 27}*', but the market 
was succored. Everybody said it wus 
Armour. AA’noever it was. it was a stalwart, 
for prices advanced, and May pork closed at 
$17 62; j, May lard at $9 45. 

WILLIS’ SPEECH. 


The Address of Louisville’s Representative in Be¬ 
half of the Interests of a Kentucky 
Industry, 


The bonded whisky bill# 


The able speech of Mr. Willis on Thurs¬ 
day last in support of the Bond Extension 
Bill would be read with interest and profit, 
but its length prevents Its publication in 
extotao. The followiug is a collection of 
several of the divtsious of special public in¬ 
terest : 

COMMERCIAL IMPORTANCE OF THE WHISKY 
INDUSTRY. 

As appears from the last report of Hon. 
Walter Evans, l*omnii-*ioner of lulernal 
Kuveuue, there has “been collected from 
that nrticle alone to support the Government 
and to aid iu the i>aymeat of the war debt, 
the enormous sum of $ l ,017,233,042 45 
since 1692.” The magnitude of this sum 
can hardly bo realized without comparison. 
The net ordinary exi»enditur©s of our Gov¬ 
ernment, for the support of the army, uavy, 
Indians, pensions, aud all its civil*service, 
did not reach more than $20,000,000 a year 
for more than three or four years from its 
organization till the beginning*of the Mexican 
war, 1840. The average of expenditures 
during that period did uot exceed $10,000,- 
000. in other words, the amount paid by 
this interest into the Treasury would have 
paid the ordinary expenses of tho Govern¬ 
ment, as nbove stated, from its organization 
to tho present rime. 

The single State of Kentucky, which I 
have the honor in part to represent, has |»aid 
since 1802 the stun of $152,208,266 29 <seo 
last report UomuiisMouor internal Kovenue, 
page 95}. Tho district which 1 represent 
paid ln«t ysar tho sum of $7,550,781 73. 
The receipt* from distilled spirits for thd 
fiscal year ended Juno 30, 1863, were $74,- 
JJG8.77o 20. In preceding years the amount 
was much greater. Th^re are invested in tho 
plants and business ot this industry not less 
than $200,000,000. 

These figures give us some idea of the pe¬ 
cuniary importance of this interest. AY'hen 
we come to consider its importance with ref¬ 
erence to agriculture aud other allied inter¬ 
ests, wo find it equally astonishing. 

eeeeeeaee 

THIS BILL INDORSED BY THE SENATE AND 
SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 

But, sir, as 1 was about to say, that .bill 
[the Indefinite Extension Bill] went to the 
.Senate. Mr. Folgerhad just b*en appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury, and he objected 
to the unlimited extension feature nf the bill, 
without interest. Ho presented a letter to 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee of 
tho Senate in wbu-h lie stated .clearly that 
objection to the unlimited extension without 
interest, and in which ho with equal elear- 
ne>s and emphasis indorsed the present bill. 

1 have here his exact language, which was 
quoted yesterday, aud I shall quote it now 
lor tho information of the House. He says: 

I am not in anlaffontsm to leginlation that shall 
civo t*mporary aid to an important brunch of 
businfrHs. 1 believe it to bo n«*rd»d and that it 
may be so accorded as to be healthful to ail This 
can be effected «»y a prolongation, but for a fixed 
period, ot the time for which spirits may remain 
in store witnont paymeui of lax. 

Now, that is the identical bill that is before 
this Congress. Upon that letter of the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury the Finance Commit¬ 
tee of thv Senate unanimously reported a 
bill for a two-j'ear extension without inter¬ 
est. That hill wqs reported to thtj Senate, 
the interest clause was added, and it passed. 
It came back to the House ns a substitute for 
the unlimited extension bill, but we wore 
never able to reach it uj»on thu Speaker's 
» * bio. it came back in the last session of 
the last Congrc-s and duriug the closing 
hours of Congress, and there were a thousand 
matters pressing for attention, which pre¬ 
vented us from ever securing a vote upon 
the bill. 

Now, Brep^nt, .Mr. Chairman, that this 
bill in the last Congress was indorsed, first, 
by two unanimous reports of t he Committee 
of AA’ays aud Means of this House, it was 
indorsed, second, by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, who*© letter I will print 
iu connection with the second report of the 
AVays ami Means Committee. It was in¬ 
dorsed, third, by the two-thirds vote of this 
House, being every man thut was present 
except 29. it wns indorsed, fourth, by the 
Secretary of tho Treasury, Mr. Folgor. frora 
whose lo tier I havo just quoted. It was in¬ 
dorsed, fifth, by the Finance Committee of 
the Senate; and was indorsed, sixth, by* the 
vote of the Senate. 

Sir, whist legislation ever came before 
Congress with a weightier and more n nan- 
iiuous indorsement' Nor was this indorse¬ 
ment given unadvisedly. Never was a pub¬ 
lic measure subjected to a more rigid and 
relentless criticism. Never were the sluice¬ 
ways of falsehood, dander, bigotry nnd fa¬ 
naticism wider open. Never was there a 
better organized, a more persistent, and I 
tuny say a more .’reckless opposition both in 
nnd out of Congress—an opposition due 
largely to selfish and personal rather than to 
public and patriotic considerations. But 
notw itbstanding all these adverse circum¬ 
stances the Senate, after many months of 
consideration, after calling before a special 
committee every man who was presumed to 
know nnything to the detriment of the bill, 
after loug and repeated discussions—the Sen¬ 
ate sent back to the House, as a substitute 
for the unlimited bonded bill, a bill for two 
years’ extension aud interest, the exact bill 
which We are now discussing except that the 
interest demanded was 5 instead of 4Jj per 
cent. 

TERMS OF THE PENDING BILL. 

AA'hat is that bill.' It is a simple relief 
measure. It does not give au unlimited ex¬ 
tension; it doe* not exempt from interest, 
as the AVays anti Means Committee of the 
last Congress recommended; neither docs it 
apply to distilled spirits hereafter made. It 
merely gives distilled spirits now in bond two 
more years in which to pay the tax, and re¬ 
quires during that time interest at 4^ per 
cent., that being now* tho highest rate ot in¬ 
terest now received by tho Government. No 
additional outage or ieakngo is allowed. A 
plainer, juater, aud more equitable request 
was never made of any Government. 

18 THE SECURITY GOOD. 1 

One of the first questions to be answered is 
whether the security offered in this case is 
good. I w ill print in full tho report of the 
AVays and Means Committee of tho la>t 
House ou this point. Their conclusions I 
give now. Referring to tho supposed dan¬ 
ger of loss iu a case like this, tho committee, 
after quoting tho sections of the Revised 
Statute* prescribing what liens and remedies 
-tha Government shall have in such cases, 
says: 

It thus appear* that, whether there is a ware¬ 
house bowl or not. the tioverntneru lias the fol- 
lowing security for tii.- payment ot the tax: 

First—The po*aet>*ion of and the mrht to sell 
the whole quantity of spirits upon which the tax 
lx due. 

Second—^The joint and several personal liabili¬ 
ty of every person Interested in the production of 
the npiriu. 

Third—The first Hen from the time the spirits 
are in existence on the dh»tlfierv used in dHtilling 
the spirits, together with its machinery and fix¬ 
ture* and the tract or lot of land on which it is 
situate I. including all buildings thereou. 

Fourth—A lien from the time when the assess¬ 
ment hat is received by the collector upon all the 
property and rights of property belonging to the 
person or |iero<»tm liable for tbo payment of the 
ux, and this includes not only goods, chattels, 
aud real estate, but also stocks, securities, and 
evidences of debt. 

Here, then, is a quadrnplo security. Un¬ 
der the existing law distillers of high wines, 
rye, whnar, Bourbon and other grain-flavor¬ 
ed spirits, are required to convoy the pro¬ 
duct of the still directly to the receiving-cis¬ 
tern, from which it is drawn off by tho 
gauger, in the presence of the storekeeper, 
into cask* or packages, and immediately 
marked, branded, and gauged for taxation. 
This entry into w arebouso must be made 


w ithin the first five days of tho succeeding 
month after the manufacture. Such entry 
shall describe the spirits, nnd give the serial 
numbers of the stamps upon them, and the 
amount of spirits iu each pnckacre. At the 
tiou» ho maka* such entrv tho distiller is re¬ 
quired to givo his bond m duplicate,' with 
sureties satisfactory to the Collector, that the 
tux >hall bo paid as specified in the entry, 
nt all events within three rears from the 
date of entry. It is to be observed, there¬ 
fore, that the bond is to be executed monthly, 
between the Ul und 5th of tho month, for 
nil the '.pints thnt are w ithdrawn from the 
receiving-cisterns of a distillery and placed 
in a bonded warehouse during the preced¬ 
ing month. This is tho warehouse bond 
•referred to in tho ne|>ort above cited, and 
if a distillery ctuitiuued in operation dur¬ 
ing a whole year there would be twelve 
such bonds in the hnud* of the Collector of 
the district, and duplicates thereof in tho 
hands of tho Commissioner of Internal 
Revetiue. 

INCONSISTENCY OF SOME OF THE OPPONENTS 
OF THIS BILL. 

I will say further to the gentleman that I 
do not seethe significance of bis question. 
What does ho mean/ Doee he hop© to cuerco 
tho Representative* of the districts largely 
interested in this direction into a support o'f 
this free-whisky measure! Does he want to 
hold over mo and my people the threat of 
bankruptcy if we dare to refuse our support 
to that theory of reform? I hope not; and 
yet 1 can see no other meaning to his ques- 
t on. AVe are to bo punished for daring to bo 
independent in our legidativo duty. 

Mr. Chairman, the inconsistency of some 
gentlemen who oppose this bill is reniurk- 
ahle. There are twenty or thirty gentlemen 
before me who voted in the last Congress* for 
an uniimirod, indefinite extension of the 
bonded period without interm who now 
refuse a short respite of two you re with full 
interest. They were willing then to umke a 
permanent change in the revenue law for all 
time; they are unwilling uow to give a tem¬ 
porary relief for a brief period. Why tbi* 
inconsistency! AY” hat change ha* come over 
these spirits"? 

There are other gentlemen, like tho distin¬ 
guished geuilemsu from Pennsylvania on 
our ride i31r. Rond alb, and the distin¬ 
guished gentleman from t'onnsylvanin on 
the other side (Mr. Kelleyl. who ray, “AA’o 
aro ready to relieve your people bv taking 
all the tax off of whisky at once. They aro 
thus willing to make a gracious * gift 
to the owners of distilled spirits of $50,000, 
000. AVhttt munificent generosity! And 
yet in the next breath they declare that these 
whisky people have had enough favorable 
legislation. They aro seeking too much of 
Congress. Other interests are not clamoring 
for relief. And yet they aro willing to-dny 
to give us $50.000,IKK) of the people’s money . 
Why t Cnn any one give an answer consist¬ 
ent with the line of argument thnt ha* been 
followed by the opponents of Ibis bill? If 
the distilling interest* have had enough 
favors, why burden them with this: The 
only favor we a*k we nre ready to pay for. 
That they refuse to grant, but offer us a 
fifty-fold greater one. AA’hut would l*e 
thought ot tb** consistency of a tavern- 
keeper who would refuse to let a traveler 
have hi* breakfast, though ready and will¬ 
ing to pay for it, but wbo offered him break¬ 
fast dinner and supper all free if taken to¬ 
gether? 

18 THIS CLASS LEGISLATION? 

Other gentlemen have said they would 
vote for this bill if it did not look liko special 
or class legislation. In answer 1 desire to 
say that distilled spirit* is tho <uilr victim of 
sepecial legislation now in this land. It is 
tho only taxable article, whether internal or 
external, that under the law u compelled to 

S iy a tax before it reaches the consumer. 

ut the A\”ays aud Means Committee of the 
last Congress have presented an unanswer¬ 
able argument upon that point, and, as it is 
the unanimous ro*i<ort of the committee, I 
will a*k the Clerk to read what I have 
marked. 

I osk gentlemen, as they aro to sit in judg¬ 
ment m*>n this question, to give their atten¬ 
tion to the result of the examination of the 
subject by the AA'ays and Mvuns Committee. 

1 lie Clerk read as follows: 

First—An mdellniiH extension of time during 
which distilled spirits may remain In bond. 
Under the existing internal revenue laws di*Uiled 
spirits is the only article upon which the Govern¬ 
ment requires the tax to be paid before It }.* ac¬ 
tually sold, or removed for sate or consumption. 
In "very other case the manufacturer keeps toe 
article ic his own poH*e««lofi and under hi.* own 
exclusive coutrol w ithout ihe payment of any 
tax until he chooses to tell it or remove it for 
consumption or sale. 

Tlie manufacturers of tobacco, snuff, cigars, 
beer, matches, perfumery, cosmetic*, eto.. »ro 
permitted to hold tneir goods until there !*• a 
consumptive demand for them, and pay the tax 
only when they sell. A* we shall aec hereafter 
none of them an* required to execute any bonds 
except tu manufacturer*, nnd the Gov¬ 
ernment does not liavo the custody or 
cuutrol of their firoducti. as it does 
in the ease of distilled spirits. In nil there discs 
tho tax is strictly upon couaumptiou. and tho 
manufacturer or owner I* jK’rmitled to take ad¬ 
vantage of favorable markets and avoid unfavor¬ 
able ones to the same extent precisely as if there 
were uo tax upon hu goods. This is undoubtedly 
the true principle of excise taxation. While the 
Government 1-* tu exac.mg lUrevenu**. 

it is not justifiable iu attempting to control the 
trade m a legitimate article of commerce by 
forcing the owner either to sell at a los* on the 
original cost of production or to permanently 
invest the ainouai of the Lax in addition to that 
cost. 

In his annual report for the year 1R7P. the Com¬ 
missioner of Internal Revenue, speakim: of de¬ 
ficiency taxes upon spirits withdrawn for expor¬ 
tation, wed the following Language: 

“Tho intention of tho iulerud-revenue laws 
ia to levy a tax of 1HJ cents u gallon upon uniriU 
which nre manufactured for. and actually go 
into, consumption in this country, and thu tax 
in question i* evidently not intruded for revenue, 
but as a restrictive measure to prevent fraud. y 
There appear* to ho no sufficient reason why ' 
the single article of distilled spirits -hon’d be ex¬ 
cepted from the geuerui rule applied to all other 
taxable products. It enu not be for the more 
purpose of preventing fraud on the revenue, for 
certainly there is not a* much danger of a fraud¬ 
ulent removal of the property without the pay¬ 
ment of the tax in a case where the Government 
Itself has actual possession ami control of It tu in 
the cases where it is left in the custody of the 
manufacturer Or owt»*r under a bond that lie will 
pay the tax when he sell* or remot es IL And so 
far as the cost of governmental supervision la In¬ 
volved. It is exactly the same whether the snJtiU 
remain in the warehou*o fur one year or for an 
indefinite time. The compensation of the »loro- 
keeprr is the same in amount In each case, nud 
bis constant attendance at tho warehouse is re¬ 
quired In both. 

EFFORTS TO CORRECT THE OVERPRODUC¬ 
TION. 

Again it is said, why have not these men 
themselves corrected this evil? In answer to 
that I say that they have done so. Iu the 
first place the number of distilleries has been 
largely reduced. This is true both of the 
high-wine und fine whisky distilleries. 

In the States of Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Missouri, Nebraska, New York, Ohio anil 
AVisconrin, where high winea aro chiefly pro¬ 
duced, there were iu operation iu October, 
ISSi. 82 distilleries, with a daily producing 
capacity of 261,200 gallons, while on the 1st 
of September. 1883, there were in theso 
same States 40 distilleries in operation, with 
a daily producing cajiacity of 107,331 gal¬ 
lons. 

Iu tho States of Kentucky, Maryland and 
Pennsylvania, in which fine whiskies which 
require aging are chiefly manufactured, the 
decrease has been still more marked, as the 
following statement will show:

It will thus be seen that iu two Years there 
has been a reduction in the distilleries in 
operation of 98, and of 2:20,212 gallons tu 
tho daily producing capacity. 

They have not only reduced the produc¬ 
tion, but They havo canceled large outstand¬ 
ing contracts! Many meif have paid from 
$19,000 to $20,000 each to cancel contracts 
under which these distiller* were authorized 
to go ahead and manufacture additional 
thousands of barrels. Besides that, they 
liave been compelled to export thi3 whisky, 
which, under tho existing law. can be done. 
To-day Congress fit doing the unbUBinesa 
thing of compelling these men, those who 
ore able to do it, to export this whi*ky to a 
foreign market, where they can leave it as 
long os they please, aud theu bring it back 
without paying interest on the tax ami with 
a reduction for leakage. They will pay 
duty only upon what conics bark. If 
a man exerts a million gallons and n half a 
million dfciappoar by leakage, when it comes 
back to tnis country he v. ill pay Lux only oil 
what is left; aud bo will pay no intereri. 
Already during the past fiscal year 988,842 
gallons of tbe*o lino whiskies havo been thus 
forced to seek a refuge iu a foreign land. 
Thus may wo deprive our own Govurnnhmt 
of large revenue* and onr own people of the 
money which must bo paid fur insurance, 
transportation and warehousing. 

Another important step which the clistulerii 
have taken to correct overproduction, espe¬ 
cially in my own State, has been the estab¬ 
lishment of a Kentucky Fool Association, 


with authority lo regulate the amount of 
production. Exemriug this authority, they 
ordered for tbe year iSSfi that the capacity 
of production should l»e reduced per 

cent, of tho averacre production for the years 
lVri and it u because of this action 

that tho last report of the Commissioner of 
Internal Re venue show* such rounarkablo de¬ 
crease of JJourbou or old whiskies. 

They hare been compelled most un- 
wilhnjcly to resort to the»e mean* of averting 
this duiiger. Rut there are tbousaud* of 
niou wbo are not capitulislis who have in¬ 
vested in ten aud twenty and fifty barrels ot 
whisky, and havo borrowed money from tho 
banks lor the purpose. Those banks hold the 
warehouse receipts as collateral and will not 
allow this whisky to be exported for fear of 
invalidating their loan*, so that the burdens 
fall on the poor nnd not upon the rich. 

PRECEDENTS IN FAVOR OF THE HILL. 

AVill it bo said that tbk legislation is new 
and urnmial in Congress' If necessary 1 
could cite fifty different acts of a character 
similar to this. Your statute-books aro 
loaded down with act* granting indulgence 
to the debtors forjuibiic lands. This nn far 
buck as 1809. When in 1835the merchants 
of Now York came to Congress askiug au 
extension of their bonds for five years—the 
bonds due for imported goods—it was the 
great Henry Clay of my trailve State who 
championed their cause and secured the 
passage of the act which gave them tbe re¬ 
lief aMied for, and that too without interest. 
When UhicAgo came here undvr similar cir¬ 
cumstances yon promptly aud properly ex¬ 
tended her bonds. AN ill you say that this 
relief wa» based upon great calamities which 
had befallen their people? I uceept the 
statement, and I point you to a fiood which 
lia* just indicted upon the peoplc'of tbe Ohio 
valley looses five tunes greater than tho fire 
of New York. And mark you, gentleman, 
tho g.MxIs for vv hich ther-e bonds were ex¬ 
tended were not taxed one-teuth thu amount 
iiuposedlipon distilled spirits, while the land 
paid no Federal ;ax. 

SHRINKAGE OF VALUES. 

If. then, these precedent* are all in favor 
of tin* legislation; if the lo«t Congress, both 
in the Moire? and Senate, indorsed it; if the 
facta fully justify it: if tbe last Commis¬ 
sioner of [iitvriiar Keveuue and the present 
one and tbe Secretary of tbe Treasury ap¬ 
prove it; if justice demands it. way should it 
not be given f 

Is this a time to experiment with the com¬ 
mercial interests of the country.' Look at 
the shrinkage in this specie* of property: 
The product of Kentucky, f'ennsvlvania nnd 
Maryland whisky lor the year 1881 wa* 
worth, when produced, from .55 to 95 ceuta 
per gallon, according to brand. Tho liest 
brands of these whiskies cnn tie bought to¬ 
day at from 30 to 45 cents per gallon, ultcr 
being wnrehourad three years at a cost of 
about 29 cent* per gallon, not including 
shrinkage. 

AVhat do these figure? meau? They mean a 
loss of from $30,990,000 to $40,000,900. 
But what further? There bus been a shrink¬ 
age of at least 50 percent, in distillery plant, 
which would innko another $00,000,000. 
AA'ithin the last forty days there ba.s been a 
shrinkage in tho price of whisky in bond of 
5 cents a gallon, a low of $4,000,000 to 
those holding it. Is this tbe condition of 
safety, even if this were tho only interest 
that sufferedf But do we not kpow that 
there has been a shrinkage iu stocks and 
bonds running up to hundreds of millions of 
dollars; an enormous shrinkage in pork, 
coru aud all the great staples of the country? 
Do we uot re-member the great panic of 1857 
began with the failure of a single firm in the 
city of Cincinnati, the Union Trust Com¬ 
pany? Do we not know that our last panic 
of 1873 was caused by the failure of » single 
firm in this city. Jav"Cooke A: Co.! Do w© 
want tlu»e episodes repeated? Confidence is 
tbe keystone of the commercial arch. Iait 
us not strike it from its place. Let us be con¬ 
servative toward all the great interests in¬ 
trusted to our care.

A Nice Holm of l.nw llecldrd Hv a Georcla 
Judsc In a (ate of lirrogmitco by Ilia Ale- 
Kin of a Rapist. 

[Special to the Courier-Journal.) 
Atlanta, Ga.. March 25.—An interett- 
docision has been made by the Supremo 
Court of Georgia in tho cose of Leonidas 
Johnson, under sentence of death for rape. 
Exceptions w ere takeu to the verdict of thu 
jury on account of the unsatisfactory proof 
of the prisoner’s identity. Tbe opinion ren¬ 
dered by the court recited tbat-r- 
Ou question* of Identity in criminal cases it is 
sufficient to riiow to a moral certainty that it was 
the prisoner who committed the crime. Demon¬ 
stration it* not required, nr to show that it was 
impossible tbut the crime was commuted by any 
other perron than the pm*»uer. The Identity of 
the prisoner wnh the criminal seem* to u* to 
have been sufficiently csrahlished Ths prisoner 
waa seen in the neighborhood near the lim* of 
the crime. He retired thru to tell tii« uauw. 
Sh(> was sure th- prisoner was the man who had 
coinn Itted the outrage upon her; and hls vtate* 
meat was simply n general deimd, avoiding de¬ 
tail*, and saying nothing as to his whereabouts 
or apparel at the lime of the crime, or as to hav¬ 
ing met any person that morning. *>r os to au>* 
conversation between him and such person. 

In delivering tho opinion of the court. 
Judge Hall added that tho identification 
was— 

As clear aud precise a* it could have been by 
one subjected to such an luhuuiau and 
brutal outrage. In ummenlH of conscious¬ 
ness during this terrible straggle with her 
ravt.sher, it waa not to bo exjmeted that she 
could Imv© noticed every minute incident accom¬ 
panying the dreadful transaction. The general 
outline and ap|H<arauce of tho uuta must buv© 
left an indelible Impression on her mind, and 
from this tdie waa able to recognize him, both 
when he wus before the grand jury and when ho 
appeared In court. This wretched criminal lAi^t 
be left to his fate. Without a disregard of the 
rule*, of bv ihe courts era afford Idiu no relief. 
In a mutter involving so serioualy tho safety of 
the domestic altar, the protection of the sex and 
the well-being of soidely, there should tie no 
laxity iu the administration of tho law. Leniency 
to such offender is cruelty to society. We are 
satLvtied that everything has been done that was 
necevKAO. 

Johnson will be sentenced in April.

Th* Ftrll Inside Hietary of the Prevent Trouble 
Among the Ins end Outs of an Excellent 
Ntwepeper Property. 

WHO WILL GET THE PIE? 


1 Carre*vondmce of the Courier- Journal A 
Nashville, Txnn., March 24 — Intel* 
viewing this enterprising city, I find that the 
great sensation of toe day is the struggle be¬ 
tween the '‘outs” and the **ins” for actual 
possession of tho American newspaper. Nut 
alone uli journalistic interests nre excited on 
tbe subject, but it is tue one topic of conver¬ 
sation on tho streets, in the hotel*, at busi¬ 
ness centers and in social circle*. It has as¬ 
sumed the shape of “A'eriree* vs. Colyar,” 
and. what is not usual in many communi¬ 
ties, popular sympathy seem* almost unani¬ 
mous this time in favor of the rightful 
owuor. who stands on tho wrong side line 
outside* of tbe door, heroically demand¬ 
ing admittance. The world generally 
jumps with tbe fellow who bolds 
tho actual key to any situation, how¬ 
ever wrongfully, the world being too busy 
or too indolent to peek through those arti¬ 
ficial harriers w hich include the “uine point* 
of law;” byt it is not so in this case. 

However, a brief statement of the right 
and wrong of the controversy. os I have 
galh»r«*l it from r.n hour's inquiry, and can 
noil it down within readable limits, will bet¬ 
ter ml cnn vour reader* os to tbe stains quo 
than any degree of surmise, conjecture or 
■ comment. 

I learn that a few hours before Duncan B. 
Cooper left for New Mexico, Saturday tncyn 
iug, he romanced to a fried: 

“This case reminds me of the follow who 
walked his bed-room Hour half the nigut, 
und w hen a-kod what so much }M»rturl>ed 
hi* spirits that bo could not rest, replied that 
he owed $1400, which he w as unable to pay; 
hence his inability to even sit still for think¬ 
ing about it. *AVby. voucussed foul,’ sug¬ 
gested his room-mate, r if that’s all, you get 
to bed right away, and let your creditor do 
the walking.’ 

“A few weeks ago, and for months 

C ,” continued Mr. Cooper, ”jCoI. Colyar 
me walking nnd racking uty brain; now 
he may walk awhile.” 

I repeat this anecdote to present on the 
threshold what the detectives miscall a clue 
(aud the paper* misspell a “clew”) to what 
follows after. 

TIk* fact* are briefly these, as sbowu by a 
bill filed in the Chanoery Court hero Friday 
afternoon by William U. A'ertrees, solicitor, 
etc., a youuger brother and law* partner of 
the complainant, John J. Vertreus. It cut* 
cienn through tbe matters prominently in 
dispute, and stripped ot certain side issue* 
tho main point* npnenr: 

In 1HKJ, Col. Colyar sold the American to 
D. B. Cooper for* about $95,000; tout is. hu 
sold Cooper what idock be <» olyar) owned in 
that enterprise, and which amounted to 
nearly all of it, receiving in co*b $25,000. 
This wax during what is known a* the Bate 
campaign of 1882, nml under Cooper, for 
several weeks, the American was published 
as an organ of Mr. Fosse 11, the bolting 
Democratic ^nominee for Governor. Mr. 
Colyar—it bmog evident that in 
>uch |X)Iitical shape the American 
was going straight to the dutuniiion bow- 
wowk—re.-wuraed editorial charge laror in tho 
campaign and gave to tho Bate ticket, as tho 
A'ertrves bill say*, “a sullen aure-headed aup- 
port” the remainder of tbe campaign. 

Coojier was thu* left out in the cold, his 
$25,000 gone. He failed to make the addi¬ 
tional payment, on which puymeut having 
boon made Mr. Colyer had bo’uml himself iu 
writing to transfer tho American stock to 
Mr. Cooper or his assignee. Mr. Coopor, in 
1883, filed a bill to recover his $25,090. To 
this Colyar filed his answer, cross-bill and 
deposition that while in hi* (Cooper's) 
tho American wa* run In the interest of 
THE FUSS ELL BOLT. 

That theretofore it had been a leading 
Democratic paper, but this change—m the 
Fassell interest—rapidly depreciated tlm 
stock. By these allegations, of cornrse, Mr. 
Colyar sought to establish his right to 
ietarn tbo .l.n» riccm and also keep tlie 325.- 
000 Cooper had paid, as indemnity for the 
damage the paper had sustained by a falling 
off in subscriptions and advertisements dur¬ 
ing the few weeks Cooper issued it as a Fus- 
sell organ. • 

Colyar fiddled and Cooper had to dance. 
The court decreed in favor of Colyar against 
Cooper for the unpaid $70,915, and further 
provided that if the money was not paid, 
the Clerk and Master in Chancery should sell 
ttte Ameriinn slock to satisfy the decree— 
the very decree Mr. Colyar wna then anx¬ 
iously seeking and which he is uow trying to 
avoid. 

Iu pursuance of said decree, tbe Master 
advertised raid 1,236 shares of stock on tha 
7th day of February for sale on the 19th 
instant for the satisfaction of raid $70,915 
judgment. A few days since, aud about tho 
10th instant, Mr. Colyar agreed, a# he had 
previously contracted' nnd bound himself to 
do, with Mr. Cooper to deliver up thu stock 
and turn over the management nnd control 
of the paper upon payment of tbe balance 
due him stated above. UI.this Mr. Cooper 
informed complainant Vertrees. Thereupon 
mi agreement was mado between thorn 
which resulted iu n transfer of all Mr. 
Coopor’s right* under raid decree and to 
said stock to complainant Vortrees. Of 
thi» transfer all partiee bad immediate no¬ 
tice. On tbo 11th instant complainant 
Yertrees sought Mr. Colyar, nnd, stating 
that ho hud succeeded to all Mr. Cooper's 
rights, he informed Mr. Colyar that if thu 
business condition of the company aud paper 
was as bad as had been represented to biru. 
he was ready and would pay to Mr. Colyar 
the balauce due him; nnd that as such as¬ 
signee of Mr. Coof»er he demanded to exam 
ina the books and affairs of tbe Company. 
Mr. Colyar, who is the President of the com¬ 
pany, as well as n holder of tho mujority of 
its stock, recqgmscd and conceded complain¬ 
ant's right to examine and inspect tho same, 
aud state! that he was having n statement 
of the business made out which was not then 
completed. He furthermore requested 
“time to think” about receiving the money, 
aud appointed 19 a. m. tho next day for a 
meet in tr. Lie also stated that if be did 
receive the money tbo control aud manage¬ 
ment should at once be turned over lo com- 
plainant. 

THAT “TIME TO THTNK” 
resulted in a gathering of tbe clans—the 
lngh tariff!tea, the Republicans, tbe railroad 
men and other enemies of Tennessee Democ¬ 
racy, who rushed to the support of Col. 
Colyar. The American , in geutiino Demo¬ 
cratic hands, to whom could bolters and 
kickereand monopolists and high iron ties turn 
for succor then? Many express surprise that 
a gentleman of Col. Cotyar s standing should, 
within a few hours, “go bnek” on his 
pledged word; that, after having Col. Cooper 
at a disadvantage—holding on to his $25,000 
and trying, also, to hold bis American stock— 
lie should absolutely, when be saw Cooner 
had arranged to save himself in this, wLat 
would have been to lum u losing transac¬ 
tion. refuse to comply with the terms of a 
plain contract, aud fail to come up manfully 
to the very decree he bad besought tho court 
to render. It looks like bo wanted every¬ 
thing in sight, giving Cooper no chance 
whatever for his “white-alley.” 

That night—that “lime to think”—was con¬ 
sumed in bringing forth a bill by T. K. Per¬ 
kins, which wa* filed early next morning, 
against Vent re e s . Colyar et el., enjoining 
the ono from paying and the other from re¬ 
ceiving the said $70,915 in completion of tha 
trade. But ns the Perkin* bill doe* uot al¬ 
lege that Perkins had any interest in,orclaim 
againht tho $70,915, every lawyer can see 
that this is merely a diversion—a by-play to 
coufuit* and continue the is*ue. 

Complainant John J. A'erteAw, in tbe bill 
filed ou Friday last, further shows that the 
Board of Directors of tho American Com¬ 
pany consists of five members, elective under 
thu rule* of tbo company annually, iu Janu¬ 
ary, fora term of one year. When Mr. 
Colyar obtained control of the paper in 1882, 
ho caused to bo elected a Board of Directors 
(of which ho was one) aud a I'residua t (wbo 
was himself) in February, 18t>2. They also 
fixed a salary of $2,000 per year for him as 
Mich President. No ciectiou was* held in 
1 hk: 1 whatsoever at all, nor at any propor 
time in lisSt; but they held on steadfastly 
where they had placed themselves. But 
after it became known to Mr. Colyar that 
complainant proporad to pay hss debt, on 
thu night of the 1 lib inst., notwithstanding 
his statement ou that day to complainant 
and hi* request for “time to think,” ho con¬ 
vened the stockholders and that night elected 
a Board of Directum for the year ending 
January, 1885. Mr. Colyor, his sou John 
LL and his brother-in-law, and Mr. Albert 
Roberts, and Mr. Ira P. Jones, a part owner 
and manager of the Banner, au avowedly 
“indept ivient” paper published at Nashville, 
were chosen directors. Au obedient majority 
of these at once elected Mr. Colyar Pres*

1 
then ami there stated to Col. Colyar that by a de¬ 
cree of the Chancery Court in tbe above cause 1 
was directed to sell said -lock. iu the event that 
the debt of Duncan B. Cooper lo him was not 
paid: that the debt had not been paid, and that I 
demanded the delivery of the stock to me. prop¬ 
erly transferred, so that 1 could sell the same.

Coopor he very pomtedly, and most i>ortiuent- 
ly, alleges that said Cooper, in supporting 
Fussel), was “rapidly ruining the American 
stock os property.*’ In this, howevor, Ver- 
trees very clearly has tho heels of Colyar, 
forth* latter had sold the American to 
Coopor w ith the full knowledge that it would 
be run in tbe interest of Fusseil, the bolting 
candidate—that it would ruin tho stock and 
to that extent injure tho Democracy. I 
think l hazard nothing in tbe statement that 
thu* wan yielding a principle for the sake of 
gain, which John J. Vertrees will m?vor be 
guilty of—not while he retain* his present 
lofty character and his clear intellect unim¬ 
paired. 

I have consulted not only the general 
opinion of laymen who have neither personal 
nor political interest in this matter, but im¬ 
partial lawyers, also, and Hud what is clear 
enough to every one, that Yortreoh has both 
the law* and tbe facts against Colyar. 

Cooper, in seeking relief, was thrown bock 
on thu thick “bosses” of Colyar’s buckler 
and made to complete a purchase he wished 
to avoid or low 986,000. Here Col. Colyar 
had bis owu sweet will. Not once, nor 
twice, but thrice aud more he acknowledged 
tho right of Cooper and his ahsl^noo; buL 
when it came to tbe point he would 
neither lead nor follow. H • wanted tno 
public sale made; but when the dav came 
be didn’t want it. Ha wan test tho $25,000 
payment, and he wonted all tho stock be¬ 
sides. Ho pljK-d and made poor Cooper 
dance; but when Coopor pipes to him, he 
will not so much as lift a foot! 

What tho ittftie wriil be there is no doubt, 
so long as law prevails, so long a* judges are 
in any degree just, and equity rule* in the 
judicial breast. Vertree* will owu the 
America*.

Prof, Moelfar, Professor of Modern lamguages 
in tbe Male High School of l/mir ille, publishes 
a card in your issttn of Monday last, whidh. on 
account of fro<|ueut personal references to my¬ 
self, serais to require some notice at my bands. 
He fflb, Irs to a card that I gave to Prof. A. P. 
Haupt in n-gard to his met nod of lea'htug Lbs 
Let man language.. 

I have r.o quarrel with Prof. Moeller, nor with 
the riefman «W*i»ar:m«Mit of the public achoofa; 
very far irom it. Imuycnrd I merely stated a 
fact, by way of comparison, a fact which i<* well 
known to the public rally, vix . that tho 
pupils in the High Schind do no: acquire a proc- 
lical Icnowled of tha (iertnan language after 
ntudyiug it for three rears by the old method. 

Prof. Moeller. In his communication, says that 
• *lha High School does not attempt tu teach tho 
bora to speak Herman " I agree with Prof M. 
that the aiudy of languages theoretically as a 
mean** of mind tralnirm is all rery well as to the 
Ijitln and fareek, but I can not concede that wo 
should slop at that point with a language that fa 
so largely in daily tine in our rnidHt. so exten¬ 
sively spoken by a large proportion of our bu«i- 
ucaa peopfa, and more especially as our country 
is being so rapidly tilled up by emlgrauoti rrom 
rirmuuiy. The question arise* just.here, end I 
put the question now to the intelligent public: 
Should we nut “atiempt to faach Uie boys to 
speak German” in fact as well a* to teach 
them the language theoretically Does not 
every parent who compels his child to tnkw Gor¬ 
man want hint to learn to speak the language? 
U there not a prdt* large sentiment of (^satis¬ 
faction among tlu* citizens of l.ouUville on ac¬ 
count of so little practical result from tho teach¬ 
ing of Geruiun in our public schools? From my 
official position as Trustee. I am prepared to 
answer the latter question in the affirmative. 

Far be it from mo to cast a single reflection 
upon the ‘German Department of our public 
schools, and e•specially upon the Professor of 
Mud^ni Languages in tho Male High School, for 
I hold him in high esteem as a gentiemau nnd 
vcholar. yet the facta as stated in my card, as to 
the practical methods, etc., remain tlie same, 
and 1 hope the inconsistency of which lYof. M. 
ac^usus me is not quite so apparent after all. 

1 wish, in conclusion, lo iorrect one mistake 
made by Pro! M. in regard to my previous 
knowledge of German. I had endeavored to 
study 1 ho language for several months. 14 years 
ago.’by the old inythod, vfa: Grammar and dic¬ 
tionary. but sodn gave it up in disgust and de- 
snair, as have thousands of others who have tried 
the same method, and I hud long since forgotten 
al! that I had faarued. except a few familiar 
phrases, such os one will pick up on the streets. 
The only letters 1 have ever received from Father- 
land were two that were written to me two years 
ago by a ladr friend, then vlsitine Germany, and 
it required then three hours of hard work, with 
Adlur's Dictionary in hand, to translate them. 

It fa true that I have not vfaited the German 
class in the High School since I have been on tha 
High School Committee. The reason is because 
it would have been ”all Greek 10 me,” but now I 
purpose tho class shall receive*my attention in 
the future.

$SoO, and himself $l,0t>U. They all clubbed 
together to buy a family homo. 

Suapp goes on to tell iu his petition that 
ho was Ferguson's private clerk at a salary 
of $75 per month, and 2} s par cent, of all 
tbo money MaJ, Lone collected. I his, bo 
claims, amounted to $1,.S00 or $.*2,000 per 
year. He wa- asked: 

‘*Di<l any money of the city of Louisville 
or in which tho city of Louisvillo had an in 
terest go to pay any part, if so what part, of 
tbo purchase money for tho lot or for the 
build»ng of your housef** 

Answer—"Not a cent.** 

He said ho had Sl.tXXi when ho went into 
the office. 

He deulod emphatically that he over told 
Lnno that neither himself nor bis wift^bad 
any estate of any character or amount, ex¬ 
cept wearing apparel, a sot of bed-room 
furniture, a salary of $75 per mouth and 
money belonging to his wifo. He trnid: 

•M have nover beeu iu the habit of telling 
other people my business. 1 am sure I donut 
soe why I would go to Mnj. Lane ami tell 
him anything. My legal businesa was the 
only matur 1 have ever explained tohim."- 
lie denied that any one besides FergttSOU 
had a right to sign checks iu the office*. He 
was asked: 

• • Were the books kept bv K»rguson s di¬ 
rection®!’’ 

"As he directed. I started in a different 
way when 1 went there, but was stopped, 
and every one else was stopped. »\ hen 
in one v wan collected 1 wanted to put It 
dowu'in the cash-book, then and then*, ami 
iiitiku no tickets. Ferguson ordered me to 
make a ticket ami give hlru tbo money mid 
the ticket, and he put it iu the bunk, or 
whatever ho did with it,” 

“Did you apprupnato any money to your 
own use/’’ 

"No, air. I accounted to Ferguson for ev¬ 
ery hit of it, and kept him posted when he 
was away. 1 accounted for every cent, and 
I did not appropriate any of it." 

He ffatly contradicted Loue, and swore that 
he had nover state*l that nil the money iu 
the Back Tax Collector’s office during Fer¬ 
guson's agency was eutered iu the cash book 
or turned over to tho city. He denied hav¬ 
ing said his mother-in-law wbs a woman of 
wealth. He described minutely how the 
house was deeded over to tho city. Ho said a 
'• I asked Maj. I.nne about it,’ and he ad¬ 
vised mi* nn u Iriuud to turn it over; and that 
when wo showed where tho money cam 
from that whs m tins bouse it would be 
reconveyed to us. 1 asked Maj. Lane to 
scud for*Col. Bennett Young for mo. ami bo 
said it wan not iiecefsarv, that it was best 
for me to do aa Judge Burnett said. Maj. 
I<itne came and told in* that if 1 would Mint) 
tho deed there would l*e no prosecution 
against mo My wifo wan iu a delicate con¬ 
dition at that time. She was excited, aud, 

I think, intimidated." 

"lhd you state at that time to Maj. Lano 
that if you gav^ »P the house you ought not 
to be prosecuted*" 

"I did not. 11® told m«^if l did so I would 
not be, that U, give tip the bouse ufid lot uu¬ 
til I could show where ilie money came from 
that was in tho home and then it would bo 
reconvayed to me. Tlnft waa ray understand¬ 
ing, both with Maj. Luno ami Judge Bur- 
uett." 

Judge Burnett questioned him pretty 
sharply nboiit his bills for jewelry aud dry 
good*, but he denied most of them* All tho 
way through tho testimony one can rood be¬ 
tween the lines and see that Cope *napp is 
still the sntuo cold, calculating man, with a 
front of brass. Neither imprisonment nor 
obloquy nor contempt nor a verdict of his 
fellow-citizens pronouncing bitn a rm>cal 
scorns to have affected him. He is us full of 
nerve as ho ever was, and It will be many a 
long day before a confession i* wrung out 
of him.

Yesterday was a day that belonged less to 
March than to April. The former came in 
with all its traditional bluff and bluster, but 
in the last week it has lost its bullying char¬ 
acteristics.

A ItEPVDElLAS HALLY. 

Col. John NI. Ilroan'i A<i<irr«* to tlie Faithful 
l ew at l»crh'« IDII Lout Kteultiff. 

A little crowd of Government office-hold¬ 
ers and some of tbo faithful colored breth¬ 
ren assembled in Beck's Hail lost evening to 
listen to a political t>peech from Col. John 
Masou Brown. 

Col. Brown spoke for over an hour. He 
always doe* no well, whether it is before a 
jury or a crowd of citizens. He has a clear- 
cut, classical stylo that makes any argument 
effective, and giv©s to the flimsiest theories 
all the weight of the soundest logic; but be 
was applauded only twice, for, us a rule, his 
j'petM-h was above hi* audience. lie began 
by speaking of the Democratic party os be¬ 
ing ou the evo of disruption; that the 
tariff question hsd so divided it 
that the two factions could by no 
possibility harmonize. Even while be was 
speaking they were holding a caucus in 
Wusbingtou and seeking to harmonize ele¬ 
ments that could by no possibility do so. He 
said that after the Republican party had 
been in power for 25 years, the only objec¬ 
tion that could be ur/ed against it was, that 
there was an overflowing treasury. Tho 
ouly light was how to distribute tit© supera¬ 
bundance that the wisdom aud fpretbought 
of tbo Republicans lisd produced; 

The speaker mad© a strong and unexpected 
attack ou the city government. He said 
that LouLville was one of tho worst gov¬ 
erned cite* in tho country; that the city au¬ 
thorities had spent iu two tho iucouio in 
three years; and that the present year’s 
income wa* overdrawn. Ilo created 
something of a sensation by stating that tho 
May warrants would not b© tiaid. Ho spoke 
of the high taxes ami dwelt on their mis¬ 
management. H© took up the .State admin¬ 
istration. Gov. Knott, before his election, 
had gone through th© State denying what h© 
was forced to admit i* bL very first message. 
A city, a .State, a notion ought to bo con¬ 
ducted just os a rolling-mill or a planing- 
mill was. The business principle tnnt con¬ 
trolled the ono ought, also, to control the 
other. 

He asked if this wa« a time to change par¬ 
ties, when there was peace, plenty and pros¬ 
perity; when the workman got his wage; 
when property was respected, when in¬ 
telligent homssty ruled tho country; 
and nil this was achieved by the 
party to w hich ho belonged, ho could sec 
nothing in the past policy of that party to 
repudiate. The tbiuLing people of this com¬ 
munity would not retort to tho folly of dis¬ 
carding a party that had served thorn so 
faithfully for five and twenty troubled year*. 

Ho devoted considerable time to attacking 
the duetrmo of a tariff for teremio ouly, 
nud soil it was about as reasonablo as tbo 
doctrine of baring children for revenue only. 
In th© heat of his sj-eech he said; "And it 
would bo like your g*»it»g to church for reve¬ 
nue ouly, or coining to this meeting nud be¬ 
ing Republican* for revonuo ouly." Ten 
gaugers and Custom-bouse officers who eom- 

C ri»©d tho white portion of the audietteo 
lushed a beautiful r*wy red, but Cob Brown 
went on. Ho said they were perfectly confi¬ 
dent of electing a Republican President. 
Tho folly of the Democrats assured that. 
Whenever the Republicans got into a tight 


place the Democrat* came promptly to their 
relief by committing a characteristic piece of 
folly. "He closed his sjreech by cnlbug ou all 
of them ta labor faithfully aud the result 
could only be success. 

When he concluded,* zealous brother asked 
to have the hat passed rouild, but the Treas¬ 
urer said they had plenty of money. He 
miggestcd, however, that if anybody had a 
spare half dollar they could contrlbutn with¬ 
out being fired through a wind nv. but no¬ 
body took tho bint. Tho meeting then ad¬ 
journed.

A SOUND INSTITUTION. 


Tlie CnnsoHdxyon of the Fidrlity Trust end Lou- 
iiriUe Safety Vault Companies Into 
Oue Corporation, 


ITS METHOD OF OPERATIONS. 

The < onsolidation of tho Fidelity Trust 
Company with the Louisville Safety Vault 
Cornpauy, which was coinAimuintct* this 
mouth, was an event of some importance in 
busiuess circles. The Fafetv Vault Com¬ 
pany was startod in 1880, and the Trust 
Company was organized m 1882. 

A report©:* vented tho establishment, in 
Fifth, uear Main street, yesterday alter- 
uoon and n* shown through the vaults of 
the establUhmeut. The building front® 
fifty-six feet ott Fifth street, running back 
to the alley, uud is three-stories high, being 
a model of strength. The vault is probably 
tho most complete one of its sire in the coun¬ 
try, and cost about $30,000. The architect 
was told to spare no money or trouble to 
make it a perfect ono, and the order was 
obeyed until there is nothing left to !>e 
desired. The fldor of the vault, of 
solid iron, cement and granite, run® 
dow’ii sixteen feet, while tho roof is nine 
feet thick of the nuno material, and the 
walls are in proportion. 

Tho vault is nover left unguarded for a 
moment, and a watchman U kept their con¬ 
stantly during tho niglit, being in commun¬ 
ication with tho others on the outside, and 
having to register on a watchnmu’s clock 
every fifteen minutes. 

Tho vault lias now G30 boxes in it, with 
capacity for 1,000. The cheapest boxes are 
worth $10, and they vary iu price up to $25. 
Any one who ront> a box is required to reg¬ 
ister in a book kept for that purposo, and 
may delegate a power of attorney to ono 
person to navoact**, vs to hix box. No one i® 
alio wed to enter the vault unl«*ss he is known 
to bo authorized by the vault-keeper, w ho 
always accompanies bun. There is a dif¬ 
ferent key to every l>ox. so that no one can 
l»av© access to any but Lus own. Being con¬ 
ducted In this manner, it is impossible for 
uuy otic to ubtaiu any thing that duos not be¬ 
long to turn. 

On the main door of the vault is a Yale 
time-lock, which i* ho sot that when the 
vault is closed at 3 o’clock in tho afternoon 
it can not be opened by any one until 9 
o'clock tho next morning, and can uot be 
opened at nil on Hnudsyi. 

The Fidelity Tru»t Company accept* all 
sorts of trusts, acta an guardian, n.-.nguee, 
etc., aud being admirably mannged is nn ex¬ 
cellent institution. It lias au authorized 
capital of $1,900,000; subscribed capital of 
$*250,000, and paid-up capital of $200,000, 
the stockholders, Board of Directors aud 
officers being cotnpoeod of th© lendiug busi¬ 
ness iiieu ot th© city. Tho capital stock is 
accepted as a bond, anti if the 
court* should decide that the amount 
is not Mufllcient, tho stockholders are 
willing to increase it, Fersou* placing
